TRAVEL BOOKS. I 


FroM the days of Richard Hakluyt works of exploration and travel have 
formed no inconsiderable part of British literary production. Taken together, 
they are a remarkable record of human achievement, the variety and 
interest of which is perhaps not always realised. Today, in all but a few 
regions, the age of the explorer has passed. From the scientific point of 
view, the narrative of a traverse, however adventurous, across a little-known 
area is of scant value. Research, rather than exploration, is a better description 
of modern activities, and parties of scientists, working in co-operation, 
replace the individual traveller. In the more popular class of travel books, 
also, a change is to be marked; the reader is often assumed to be more 
interested in the revelation of the author’s personality and his reactions to 
unfamiliar peoples and scenes than in a more objective record of travel. 
But, more significantly, all the continents have been drawn into the life 
of the modern world, and the public is seeking information on the vital 
problems of sociology, politics and economics now confronting their 
peoples. Books produced to meet this demand, though nominally the record 
of journeyings, are not always contributions to travel literature. The exact 
proportions of the ingredients, however, are not to be narrowly defined. 
Whatever the changes, a good travel book is still assured of a welcome. 
These notes deal with British travellers outside Europe in the last decade 
or so. Books of mainly contemporary political interest have been omitted, 
also all dealing primarily with mountaineering, tales of the sea, and war 
books. Inclusion must to some extent be a matter of personal opinion, and 
without doubt it would be possible to produce another list of similar length. 

Large areas of Asia are unfortunately becoming inaccessible to European 
travellers. Shortly before the war, Audrey Harris covered an itinerary 
which is unlikely to be paralleled for a good many years—across Siberia 
by rail, through Korea, Japan, China, Sikkhim and Afghanistan and across 
the Oxus. Her narrative (Eastern Visas, 1940, Collins) is necessarily not 
profound, but she conjures up the passing scene vividly. She was particularly 
impressed by the qualities of Chinese civilisation. The rhythm of Chinese 
life in the remoter parts of Yunnan and the West China border also 
fascinated Gerald Reitlinger, travelling through them for pleasure. It is this 
sympathy which gives interest to South of the Clouds (1939, Faber) though 
at one point when he penetrated to the gorges of the upper Yangtze he was 
definitely off the beaten track. Farther to the south-west, the experienced 
Himalayan traveller and botanist, F. Kingdon-Ward, undertook his last 
pre-war journey on the mountainous borders of India, China and Tibet. 
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This, including an unsuccessful attempt to reach a 20,000 ft. peak, Kapo 
Razi on the Irrawaddy-Brahmaputra divide, is straightforwardly described 
in Burma’s Icy Mountains (2nd impression 1950, Cape, 15s.). South-east Asia 
is the scene also of Osbert Sitwell’s Escape with Me (sth impression 1949, 
Macmillan, 16s.) and A. H. Brodrick’s Little China: The Annamese Lands 
(1942, Oxford University Press). The first is mainly devoted to architectural 
and cultural studies of Angkhor and Peiping. The second is largely concerned 
with the reaction to the impact of Western ideas of a people with a 
picturesque and eventful history. An up-to-date account of Indo-China, 
written in an individual style, is to be found in Norman Lewis’s A Dragon 
Apparent (1951, Cape, 15s.). The author travelled extensively despite 
considerable difficulties; though political considerations necessarily bulk 
largely, he can bring home their significance in terms of individual lives, 
and he has the ability to re-create atmosphere and landscape memorably. 

For central Asia, there can be no doubt as to the best book of the decade. 
It is Mildred Cable and Francesca French’s The Gobi Desert (oth edition 
1947, Hodder & Stoughton, 25s.). This is the fruit of many years’ acquain- 
tance with this region of transit and at the same time of refuge, and few 
travellers know the various peoples who frequent its tracks and cities as 
intimately as these devoted missionaries. But though primarily concerned 
with human problems, there is also much keen observation of the physical 
background, natural history, and archaeology. As a record of this region 
in the opening stages of Soviet domination, this sincere work possesses 
permanent value. 

One of the most recent travellers in the China-Central Asia borderland 
is H. W. Tilman, whe brings an individual outlook to bear on people 
and scenes. In China to Chitral (1951, Cambridge University Press, 25s.), 
the account of a journey with the unrealised object of ascending Bogdo- 
Ola, Sinkiang, he sets down, with ready humour, day-to-day incidents and 
reflections, sometimes a little too determinedly ‘low brow’. However, his 
style of narrating tough achievements in conversational tones, has clearly 
won him a large following. His companion on part of this trip was Eric 
Shipton, who gives his story in Mountains of Tartary (1951, Hodder & 
Stoughton, 20s.). He combines pre-eminence in mountain exploration with 
close acquaintance with central Asia gained as Consul General in Kashgar 
and Chungking. 

Some idea of conditions in Asia three decades earlier is conveyed in 
Colonel F. M. Bailey’s China-Tibet-Assam (1945, Cape). This describes his 
private attempt in 1911 to solve one of the then remaining problems of 
Asiatic geography—the relation of the Tsangpo to the Brahmaputra. He was 
ultimately turned back by the Tibetans when approaching the Tsangpo—and 
was obliged to make his way out through Sadiya in Assam. This is an 
absorbing narrative by an observant and resourceful traveller. 
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Sir Aurel Stein made great contributions to our knowledge of the 
archaeology and topography of central Asia, and it was lamentable that 
in his later years he was prevented by the political situation from enlarging 
them. However, he was not the man to remain inactive and turned his 
attention to south-west Persia in 1932-36. These regions of plain and plateau 
are now outside the main currents of world commerce, but Stein’s journeys 
revealed to him ancient civilisations including relics in the Bakhtiari 
mountains of the Hellenic culture which followed Alexander the Great. 
Stein's books are not always easy reading, but little missed his observant 
eye or eluded his research—and he ranks high among explorers (Old Routes 
of Western Iran, 1940, Macmillan, 42s.). 

Another British traveller in Persia, as remarkable in his own way as 
Stein, was Sir Arnold Wilson. In South-west Persia: a Political Officer's 
Diary 1907-14 (1941, Oxford University Press) he relates some of the 
journeys he carried out while surveying this area, and the almost incredible 
feats of endurance and audacity he performed to impress on the virile 
inhabitants that he was at least their equal as ‘a man’s man’. 

John F. Baddeley, an authority on Russian history and topography, was 
particularly interested in the Caucasus range. As a newspaper correspondent 
and oil prospector, he made several journeys, principally on the northern 
slopes in the last quarter of the nineteenth century. The Rugged Flanks of 
Caucasus (1940, Oxford University Press) is based on his travel diaries, plus 
the results of many years’ erudite labour: for its extremely detailed treatment 
of the topography of this intriguing area and the lives of its isolated tribes, 
this book is unlikely to be superseded for a long time. Negley Farson’s 
Caucasian Journey (1951, Evans, 12s.6d.) forms a tailpiece to Baddeley’s 
work in a lighter vein. In 1929, he was able to visit some isolated valleys 
on the northern slopes of the Caucasus, and to witness the closing years of 
a pastoral way of life that had endured for centuries, and has now disappeared 
before centralised planning. Mr. Farson can laugh at himself as readily as 
at others, and does not overrate his achievements, with the result that his 
account is entertaining and eminently readable. 

On the other extremity of the Asian continent is a striking narrative by 
another traveller, also from the earlier days of the present regime. Olaf 
Swenson’s North-west of the World (1951, Hale, 15s.), passages from an 
adventurous life, includes the tale of a journey in winter from Cape North 
to Irkutsk which brings home to the reader what travel in so inhospitable 
an environment really demands. The whole book reflects a determined and 
likeable character. 

Arabia has always a special attraction for British travellers, and among 
these H. St. J. B. Philby takes a high place, with his unique knowledge of 
the everyday life and culture of the tribesmen. In 1936, with a view to 
mapping the frontier between Sa‘udi Arabia and the Yemen, he carried 
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out a long journey through the extreme length of the peninsula, from the 
Mediterranean to the shores of the Indian Ocean, much of it in ‘country 
known only to myself’. He visited and described Shabwa, the former capital 
of the Himyaritic kingdom and the centre of the frankincense traffic. 
He describes his books as containing ‘square meals of solid topography’, 
but his Sheba’s Daughters (1939, Methuen) is much more attractive than 
that phrase suggests. Freya Stark is less resolutely determined to ‘get 
everything in’ when writing of Southern Arabia. A Winter in Arabia 
(sth edition 1944, Murray, 9s.6d.), the record of her second visit, describes 
her sojourn in the Hadhramaut with two companions, their excavation of 
an archaeological site near Hureidha, and her journey to the sea in search 
of the frankincense route. She is at her best in observing the passing scene 
and establishing relations with the most unlikely personages. Already known 
as a stout-hearted traveller, she gives further evidence of this characteristic 
here, and her book is notable for the care and attention she has given to 
its literary style. 


The fact that the Hadhramaut has been accessible to travellers in recent 
years is largely due to Harold Ingrams’ work in bringing the tribal vendettas 
to an end. How this was accomplished is described, with accounts of pioneer 
journeys by his wife and himself, in Arabia and the Isles (4th edition 1942, 
Murray, 18s.). 


The Yemen, the heart of ‘Arabia felix’, and the oldest independent king- 
dom in Arabia, has generally been closed to European travellers. Probably 
the first attempt to give a scientific account of the country is contained in 
Hugh Scott’s In the High Yemen (and edition 1945, Murray, 18s.) the record 
of a journey in 1937. Dr. Scott and his companion were primarily ento- 
mologists but his observations are by no means restricted to that subject. 
He writes carefully and with understanding of the physical geography, 
natural history and people, and gives an interesting description of Sana‘a, 
the mountain capital. 


The best recent account of travel in Arabia is the Hon. A. Hamilton’s 
(The Master of Belhaven) Kingdom of Melchior (1949, Murray, 16s.). 
He describes his experiences in the Western Aden protectorate and the Yemen 
border in the ‘thirties as an officer of the Aden government. The Arabia he 
describes is passing away, but he avoids regarding it through a romantic 
haze, and writes with discernment of tribal life and intrigues. 


As the island of Mauritius has links with Asia and Africa, it is appropriate 
here to refer to Michael Malim’s Island of the Swan (1952, Longmans Green, 
16s.). Mr. Malim has a strong feeling for history, combined with a lively 
interest in all that is going on around him. As he also possesses an eye for 
the incongruous and a sensitive style, his commentary upon the island, its 
contrasting peoples, and its social problems, is of absorbing interest. 
$82 
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Africa is now in a period of economic and social transition, and recent 
writers have probed contemporary problems rather than attempted con- 
ventional travel books. Laurens van der Post’s Venture to the Interior (1952, 
Hogarth Press, 12s.6d.) is ostensibly a narrative of travel, in which two 
journeys of research in Nyasaland are described. But it is also an attempt 
to come to terms with the Africa that is emerging, and to analyse current 
European attitudes. The two approaches are strikingly fused together in a 
tense and perceptive narrative, which has won a place in contemporary 
travel literature. 

A lively and competently written account of a recent visit to West Africa 
is given by Colin Wills in White Traveller in Black Africa (1951, Dobson, 
12s.6d.). 

Conditions in East Africa are forcefully recorded by Elspeth Huxley in 
Sorcerer's Apprentice (New impression 1952, Chatto & Windus, 21s.) which 
is constructed around a journey from Zanzibar to Uganda. The author 
sets down her impressions and outlines the problems vividly and concisely— 
soil erosion, population pressure, educational standards, racial relations; 
some may feel that she is too pessimistic in her views on the British contri- 
bution to the emerging social structure. 

In contrast to the foregoing is Sacheverell Sitwell’s Mauretania: Warrior, 
Man, and Woman (Reissued 1951, Duckworth, 21s.), a careful and 
illuminating account, mainly but not exclusively of historical and architec- 
tural interest, of Marakesh; Southern Morocco, then recently pacified; and 
the astonishing ruins of Leptis Magna.

A survey of deviations from, and developments of, Freudian psychoanalysis based 

on lectures given to American students of psychiatry. It deals simply and systematically 
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with the main changes in Freud’s theoretical formulations, the views of Jung and 
Adler, some of the minor contributions made in the 1920s, and the more recent 
schools of thought represented by Horney, Fromm and Sullivan. The author’s 
sympathies lie chiefly with these recent writers, but the treatment is not violently 
partisan and the book provides a valuable introduction to modern developments 
for general readers who already know something of the older work in psychoanalysis.

LEIBNITZ AND THE SEVENTEENTH-CENTURY REVOLU- 
TION. R. W. Meyer. Translated from the German by J. P. Stern. Bowes &

This is the first comprehensive study of Leibnitz to appear in English. The great 

German thinker is here presented as one of the most versatile intellects that Europe 

has produced: at once mathematician, lawyer, diplomat, historian, theologian and 

philosopher. The reader will be surprised to learn that of the forty volumes of his 
works planned by the Berlin Academy of Sciences only six have so far been published. 

Not the least valuable section of Meyer’s book is concerned with ‘the seventeenth- 

century background’, against which the personality of Leibnitz—once we have 

been able to take the measure of it—will perhaps seem as impressive as that of 

Descartes. Mr. Stern’s translation is impeccable and this book should prove 

indispensable both to the scholar and to the ordinary reader. (193)

ALBERT SCHWEITZER. An Anthology. Edited by Charles R. Joy. Black, 
18s.

This attractive volume contains a selection from the writings of one of the most 
distinguished and versatile figures of contemporary life arranged so as to give to 
the general reader some indication of Dr. Schweitzer’s teaching about the nature 
of truth and beauty, Christianity, reverence for life, ethics and the ideals of 
civilisation. The extracts, chosen in collaboration with Schweitzer, are drawn not 
only from his books but from his contributions to journals in Europe and America 
during the past forty years. A brief introduction by the editor provides a vivid 
sketch of Schweitzer as teacher, scholar, healer, and musician, and the biographical 
notes contain in succinct form an account of his varied achievements. (200-4)

This volume contains in revised and amplified form, with a new introduction, the 
triple series of radio addresses by C. S$.

It is 
fitting that they should now be published as a unity and with certain modifications 
since, when taken together, they constitute a most impressive presentation of the 
nature of the Christian Faith and Life, and are calculated in this form to make a 
still wider appeal to those who frequently ask: What do Christians believe and 
why?

STRUCTURE OF AMERICAN LIFE. Being the Munro Lectures 
delivered in the University of Edinburgh April-May 1950. W. Lloyd Warner.

These Munro Lectures provide in brief compass a somewhat loosely written outline 

of the scope, problems and results of a series of intensive studies of American urban 

communities in New England, the Middle West and the South, which have been 
carried out over the past twenty years by the author (Professor of Anthropology 
and Sociology in the University of Chicago) and his colleagues. The book includes 
an account of American class systems and their significance for family and industrial 
life, of ethnic cleavages associated with European immigrant minorities and negroes, 
and their trends. The great importance of patterns of industrial organisation and 
the striking ritual expression of group unities and oppositions outside the conventional 
field of religion are well brought out. (3014) 


MARRIAGE AND SOCIETY. E. O. James. Hutchinson, 18s. 23-5 cm.

A survey of marriage and other sexual relations in various societies situated in 
different times and places. It is dedicated to the proposition that Christian monogamy 
is the ideal to which all such activities should be aimed. The author is Professor of 
the History and Philosophy of Religion in the University of London and has 
published many works in his special field that have been welcomed as valuable 
contributions to knowledge. He is also an anthropologist and his aim in this work 
has been to make ‘a scientific investigation of the place and function of marriage 
in society’. His scientific method is somewhat influenced by his assumptions.

Amongst the many books now being written on the political problems of South 
Africa, this survey—completed in January 1952 but with a postscript dated May 
outlining the subsequent events concerning the Separate Representation of Voters 
Act—can claim a high place. The author is himself a South African. His survey 
of past relations between the races of South Africa and the ramifications of the 
racial policy of successive governments in all fields of public and social life is factual 
and informative and he concludes with a plea for the friendlier union of the white 
peoples of South Africa and their united endeavours to achieve a working 
partnership of all races.

RUSSIA AND HER COLONIES. Walter Kolarz. George Philip, 253. 
22°2 cm. 349 pages. 5 maps. Bibliographical notes. Index. 

The author is a well-known writer and broadcaster on Eastern Europe and Soviet 

Russia. He has in this volume given to students of Russian colonial history and 

policy the first book in English on the subject based on Russian sources. It is a 

scholarly and clearly presented study which will probably be the basic handbook 


on the subject for some years to come.

SURVEY OF BRITISH COMMONWEALTH AFFAIRS:

The author, who is Professor of British Commonwealth Relations at the Royal 

Institute of International Affairs, continues in this volume, which is complete in 

itself, the series written by Professor Hancock before the war. It deals exhaustively 

with the British Empire’s development into the Commonwealth of Nations from 
the enactment of the Statute of Westminster (1931), the relations of the parts with 
one another and with the whole, and their common and several relations with the 
rest of the world. Professor Mansergh gives ample emphasis to the differences as 
well as to the similarities between the various members of the Commonwealth. 

He writes with verve and clarity, and makes a complicated subject understandable 

and fascinating. The next volume, dealing with the war and the post-war period,

DEMOCRACY AND FOREIGN POLICY. A Case History. The 
Sino-Japanese Dispute, 1931-33. R. Bassett. Longmans for London School of 
Economics and Political Science, 42s.

For his study of British foreign policy between the wars and ‘the state and movements 

of public opinion’ on the subject, the author has chosen the Sino-Japanese dispute 

of 1931-33 because he considers it effectively illustrates wider themes and because 
its importance is universally acknowledged. In making his study he has used the 
debates in parliament, the great national dailies, and the leading wecklies. His aim 
has been to examine and make clear the opinions expressed at each stage of the 
crisis, subsequent versions of what was said and done, and criticisms of the foreign 
policy of the period made at the time and later, in order to illustrate the relationship 
between public opinion and foreign policy. The result is a valuable and fascinating 
work. (327°42) 
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THE CRITICAL YEARS. Baron Geyr von Schweppenburg. Wingate, 18s. 
22°2 cm. 215 pages. 7 plates. 
From 1933 to 1937 the author was the German Military Attaché in London, 
Brussels and The Hague. His memoirs throw a revealing light on German-British 
feeling during these years, and show how his efforts to foster good relations were 
constantly frustrated by his political superiors. He was particularly defeated in his 
attempts to convince the German High Command of the strength of the British 
air force and the seriousness of its opposition to Hitler. He ends the book with an 
account of the July 1944 plot against Hitler, in which he played a minor part.

The diaries kept by James Forrestal from 1944-49, and now made public in an 
excellently edited version, add a shaft to the light already thrown on the history 
of the last phases of the war by other recently published memoirs and also give a 
valuable insight into the cold war as seen by the U.S.A. Forrestal was Secretary of 
the Navy and later Secretary of Defence. His well-written diary is full of interest 
both to the student of history and the general reader.

THE SOCIAL FRAMEWORK. An Introduction to Economics. J. R.

Since its first publication in 1942 this work has been recognised as an admirable 

introduction to economics for the general reader. Professor Hicks wrote it because 

he felt there was a need for an approach to the subject which was neither theoretical 
nor descriptive. His subject he calls ‘social accounting’ and he covers the productive 
process, factors of production, including labour and capital, and the social product. 

Many alterations have been made in this second edition, including the addition of 

three chapters entitled ‘The Social Accounting System’, ‘Social Accounts of the 

United Kingdom’ and ‘ 1938 and 1949.’ (330) 


THE THEORY OF THE MARKET ECONOMY. Heinrich von 
Stackelberg. Translated from the German and with an Introduction by Alan 
T. Peacock. Hodge, 25s. 22°2 cm. 351 pages. 47 diagrams. Tables. Indexes. 

Grundlagen der theoretischen Volkswirtschaftslehre, of which this is a translation, was 

published in 1948 while the author, a professor of Berlin University, was a guest 

professor in the University of Madrid; it was based on his doctoral dissertation, 

Grundlagen einer reinen Kostentheorie, which had achieved wide reputation as an 

advanced textbook in economics. The work deals at length with the theory of 

production, price formation, income distribution, and the competitive economy 
and consumer satisfaction. The translator is Reader in Public Finance in the

Professor Cole, author of numerous works on economic history, wrote this small 
volume to meet the need for a very elementary introduction; it is intended for the 
non-specialist reader who wants a general idea of the economic changes which have 
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transformed the way of life for the modern world. The book deals with the 
development of Great Britain, France, Germany, the United States, Russia and 
the Far East, while an epilogue discusses the economic position today. A particularly 
useful section is a date list, which gives in chronological sequence the main inventions, 
economic policies and events from 1751. (330°9)

He discusses many vexed questions in this book, the major 
divisions of which cover such subjects as the constitutional power of the Common- 
wealth in relation to labour, the development of the Commonwealth Court of 

Conciliation and Arbitration, recent changes in industrial regulations, the Forty 

Hours Case, the Basic Wage Inquiry Case of 1950, and the right to criticise the 

Court. The book is amply documented and indexed. (331°0994) 


CONSERVATION IN CANADA. O. M. McConkey. Dent (Toronto, 
Canada), $3-50. 24 cm. 234 pages. Photographs. Bibliography. Index. 
This thoughtful, readable text is the first comprehensive survey to deal with the 
vital topic of restoring and maintaining the harmony between men and land in 
Canada. Past achievements are reviewed, the current situation evaluated, and 
sensible suggestions made for measures to protect and enrich Canada’s great 
national heritage. Excellent photographs add interest to such chapters as erosion 
research, gullies, farm ponds, burning, crop rotations, windbreaks, wild life, 
minerals and oil, and education. The contributions which can be made by the 
individual farmer are emphasised. The author, one of the foremost authorities on 
the subject, has worked with F.A.O. and UNRRA and is now Professor of Field 
Husbandry at the Ontario Agricultural College.

The first half of the book reviews the history of the industry from its beginnings 

to 1922, the foundation of the Central Electricity Board, and the beginnings of 

the ‘grid’ system. The second half opens with an appraisal of conditions before 
nationalisation, and a detailed survey of the administrative structure under the 

Act of 1947. Lastly, labour conditions and relations, education and training, and 

safeguards for consumer interests under present conditions are considered. This 

excellent book deals only with administration and does not purport to cover 

technical problems.

The contributors, who include 
Sir Arthur Salter and Professors Gilbert Walker, G. D. H. Cole, W. Arthur Lewis 
und Sargant Florence, discuss the problem of compensation in nationalised industries, 
as well as labour problems, public relations, price policy and other matters in relation 
to nationalisation. The editor, who is Professor of Public Administration in the 
University of London, is the author of The Relation of Wealth to Welfare and several 
other important works.

The Professor of History in the University of Toronto first published these studies 

in 1937. They may be regarded as supplementary to Stubbs, Maitland and later 
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authorities. Not only, however, did Dr. Wilkinson supplement the established 
works, but he produced many challenging ideas which ran contrary to the current 
conceptions about the nature of Parliament, the development of the Council and 
the jurisdiction of Chancery. Since 1937 many of his conclusions, derived from a 
closer study of administrative and political ideas, have been accepted. But as many 
of the problems are still under fruitful investigation, no major revision has been 
made in this second edition. Professor Wilkinson is the author of The Constitutional 
History of England, 1212-1399 now in process of publication. (342-42) 


THE SALE OF LAND. Edward F. George. Sweet & Maxwell, 63s. 22-2 
cm. 640 pages. Tables. Index. 

An up-to-date account of English conveyancing practice as it takes place in day- 
to-day transactions. Many changes have occurred in this branch of the law in recent 
years, particularly on account of legislation such as that dealing with town and 
country planning. The book works through all the stages in a sale of land, from 
the initial stage of preparing a contract to the completion of transfer and the 
preparation of accounts. The author is a solicitor and joint editor of The Conveyancer 
and Property Lawyer. (347°2) 


CARVER’S CARRIAGE OF GOODS BY SEA. oth edition by 

Raoul P. Colinvaux. Stevens & Sons, 130s. 25°4 cm. 1,290 pages. Tables. Index. 
This is the standard treatise on this branch of English law, the first edition of which 
was published in 1885. Since the last edition in 1938, a number of important statutes 
have been enacted and there have been important Court decisions. Part I of the 
work, in nine chapters, deals with all aspects of the contract, Part II with the voyage, 
and the third Part with delivery, while appendices contain the text of the York- 
Antwerp Rules, 1950, the Convention on Bills-of-Lading, the adoption of Hague 
Rules in Commonwealth countries, etc. The editor is a barrister-at-law.  (347°7)

THE FOUNTAINS IN TRAFALGAR SQUARE. Some Reflections 
on the Civil Service. C. K. Munro. Heinemann, 12s.6d. 20°3 cm. 212 pages. 

After thirty-seven years in the Civil Service, Mr. Munro knows all too well in 
what respects, chiefly, civil servants are misunderstood by the public; and he devotes 
several chapters to removing these misunderstandings and rebutting the criticisms 
resulting from them. In these he is on the defensive, but he writes with patience 
and humour and the critics would do well to read them. Other interesting chapters 
deal with the relations between Ministers and their Ministries, with the difficulties 
of planning in a democratic country which is not self-sufficient, and with the dangers 
of maintaining controls which cannot be strictly enforced. (351°)

OUT OF STEP. A study of young delinquent soldiers in wartime; their 
offences, their background and their treatment under an Army experiment.

When conscription started in Great Britain the Army had many young soldiers 

who resisted any form of discipline, and in 1941 the first experimental corrective 

unit was opened. The routine was in no way penal and was actually easier than 

normal military discipline. The carefully selected staff, drawn from the educational, 

physical training and welfare branches, based the training on the personal history 
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of each man and the development of his character. The author, who shared the 
daily life of the trainees, has produced a mine of reliable observations and data 
which must be of value to those whose work concerns the young civilian delinquent 
of today.

The relief work of the Friends in this country during the air raids was only one of 

their many activities; their operations, involving far more than the provision of 

food and clothing, extended to France, Palestine, East Africa, Italy, Greece, Germany, 

Austria, Poland and elsewhere. Professor Wilson, who is Professor of Education 

at Bristol University, was General Secretary of the Friends Relief Service during 

the War, and is therefore able to give a full account of its achievements. (3615)

THE ENGLISH PRISON AND BORSTAL SYSTEMS. Lionel W. 
Fox. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 30s. 222 cm. 492 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
(International Library of Sociology and Social Reconstruction) 
The Chairman of the Prison Commission for England and Wales here discusses 
what prisons are for, and shows how they are planned and administered. He 
describes how adult offenders are classified and controlled, the work they are given 
to do, and the arrangements for their moral, physical and mental welfare and after- 
care. He deals separately with certain special classes, such as untried prisoners, 
convicted prisoners awaiting sentence, and those convicted of sedition, and with 
the problem of the young offender. The appendices give extracts from relevant 
documents, details of prison staffs and establishments, and notes of privileges and 
diets.

VOCATIONAL TRAINING IN THE SOUTH PACIFIC, 
R. A. Derrick. Published under the auspices of the South Pacific Commission.

The author has for many years specialised in the training of island peoples, and 

as Director of Technical Training in Fiji he was engaged in 1950 to undertake for 

the South Pacific Commission a detailed survey of facilities for vocational training 
in the South Pacific and to make recommendations for future policy. The situation 
as Mr. Derrick sees it is clearly set out with suggestions for future development. 

He envisages a complete pattern of training from the primary stage to that to be 

provided ultimately by a University College of the South Pacific. (371°426) 


A HISTORY OF SHREWSBURY SCHOOL, 1552-1952. J. Basil 
Oldham. Blackwell (Oxford), 25s. 23 cm. 335 pages. 44 illustrations. Index. 
This history of a famous English public school is written by the librarian and former 
Assistant Master of the school, who has made extensive use of the many records 
in the school’s famous library. After introductory chapters on the school’s early 
history, more detailed accounts are given of the period from the time of Dr. Butler's 
appointment as headmaster in 1798, and the book concludes with chapters dealing 
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with the changes in the life of the school produced by two wars and their economic 
and social effects. A study is included of the contribution made to classical scholarship 
by Shrewsbury School. (373°42)

THE NORTHERN SEA ROUTE. Soviet Exploitation of the North 
East Passage. Terence Armstrong. Cambridge University Press, 21s. 24 cm. 176 pages.

Special Publication, No. 1) 
Detailed information has hitherto not been available from which the success and 
potentialities of the sea-route to the Arctic coasts of Soviet Russia could be accurately 
estimated. In this scholarly and thorough study Mr. Armstrong, using Russian 
language sources throughout, has done everything possible to fill this gap, though 
his conclusions are still tentative. He stresses the progress made in pre-Revolutionary 
days, to which British sailors and merchants contributed notably, and the extent 
to which the whole undertaking was transformed by the Soviet. He concludes that 
with further scientific research, and provided that the present warmer trend in the 
Arctic continues, it will ultimately be justified economically. But to the extent 
that it has brought the peoples of Northern Siberia into the Soviet system and 
advanced scientific knowledge, he thinks it has shown a small profit on a very 
large outlay.

THE SCIENCE OF CHANCE: From Probability to Statistics. Horace C.

A non-mathematical description of elementary probability and statistics. Roulette, 
poker, dice, lotteries are examined by simple arithmetical processes to exemplify 
the basic principles of probability. Statistics then appears as a practical application 
and extension of probability theory; some popular fallacies are exposed, and chapters 
are given to the part statistics may reasonably play in business and in advertising. 
The clarity, and the economy in the use of technical terms, are to be commended. 
A very useful survey for the reader who cannot digest more than the very simplest

A KEY TO THE STARS. R. van der Riet Woolley. 2nd edition. Blackie, 
7s.6d. 19 cm. 1$1 pages. 8 plates. Diagrams. Tables. Index. 

The author is the Director of the Commonwealth Observatory at Canberra. His 
object is to provide the general reader with an elementary but sound introduction 
to the more securely established parts of astronomy: the determination of time 
and longitude, the solar system, the determination of the distances, magnitudes, 
temperatures and composition of the stars, etc. Although the origin of stellar energy 
is discussed, no mention is made of the Bethe theory which was formulated after 
the first edition (1934) appeared. (523) 


COMETS AND METEOR STREAMS. J. G. Porter. Chapman & Hall, 
28s. 2574 cm. 135 pages. 6 plates. 26 diagrams. 20 tables. Bibliography. Index. 
(International Astrophysics) 

A useful up-to-date textbook on the dynamics of comets and meteors by a well- 


known authority on the subject at the Nautical Almanac Office. The theory of 
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orbits is developed ab initio, all the useful formulae are derived and the method of 
computing an orbit is carefully set out. The treatment of cometary statistics is equally 
thorough. In the chapters on perturbations and meteor orbits original unpublished 
methods of the author are incorporated. In the final chapter meteor velocities are 
discussed. There are three valuable detailed appendices on (i) the calculation of an 
ephemeris by means of logarithms and calculating machines, (ii) the conversion 
of R.A. and Dec., (iii) the calculation of meteor orbits. (523°6) 


THE NAUTICAL ALMANAC AND ASTRONOMICAL EPHE- 
MERIS FOR THE YEAR _ 10953. For the Meridian of the Royal

The Nautical Almanac for 1953 follows generally the revised arrangement introduced 

in 1931 and contains the following main sections: Sun, Moon, Planets; Stars; Eclipses 

and Occultations; Physical Ephemerides; Satellites; Miscellaneous Tables; the final 

Explanation is in the form introduced in 1942. This edition refers for the first time 

to the satellites VIII to XI of Jupiter, the fifth satellite of Uranus (Miranda), and 

the second satellite of Neptune (Nereid). Amendments to the lists of Observatories 

and Standard Times as printed in the 1941 edition are also given. (528)

DEMONSTRATIONS IN MODERN PHYSICS. M. C. Nokes. 
Heinemann, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 142 pages. 4 plates. 60 diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
An excellent book showing how a number of the fundamental experiments in 
atomic physics, made originally by the pioneers in this field, can be repeated in 
the elementary laboratory when suitably simplified. The subjects dealt with are 
the conduction of electricity through gases, the diffusion pump, measurements of 
e/m for electrons and protons, positive ray parabolas, the transmutation of lithium, 
the Brownian movement, Millikan’s apparatus, radio-activity, X-rays, and spectra. 
Full details are given of how the experiments may be carried out. The book is of 
interest to students of both physics and chemistry as most of the experiments illustrate 


modern views of the structure of matter. The author is senior science master at 
Harrow School. (530°7) 


DETONATION IN CONDENSED EXPLOSIVES. James Taylor. 
Oxford University Press, 25s. 22°2 cm. 208 pages. 10 plates. Tables. Diagrams. 
Bibliography. Index. (Monographs on the Physics and Chemistry of Materials) 

A balanced summary of recent research on condensed explosives of the industrial 

type, by the Director and colleagues of the Nobel Research Division, Imperial 

Chemical Industries. Methods of experiment are reviewed and followed by the 

equation of state and thermochemistry, with full details of numerical calculation. 

The hydrodynamic theory and the two velocity regimes are covered, and there is 

discussion of the nature of the reaction zone. There are many numerical tables of 

physical and thermodynamical data, diagrams and plates. Parts of the book may 

be valuable to hdyrodynamicists. (536-57)

THE ALCHEMISTS. Founders of Modern Chemistry. F. Sherwood Taylor. 


Heinemann, 12s.6d. 19°6 cm. 256 pages. 15 plates. 27 illustrations in text. Biblio- 
graphy.

This is a survey of the theory and practice of alchemy from about A.D. 100 till 
Lavoisier’s work dispelled the alchemical modes of thought. The author (who is 
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Director of the Science Museum in London) discusses the origin and application 
of the alchemists’ ideas on matter and the essential factor for its transformation, 
and shows how some alchemists gave a religious significance to their observations. 
Alchemists’ signs, symbols, recipes, allegorical writings and pictures are dealt with 
and contrast is made between alchemy and chemistry, and modern scientific thought 
and method. There are sketches of the alchemists’ apparatus and quotations from 
their works. This excellent book provides an illuminating story which the reader 
is not likely to find elsewhere. (540) 


MIXTURES. The Theory of the Equilibrium Properties of some Simple Classes 
of Mixtures, Solutions and Alloys. E. A. Guggenheim. Oxford University Press, 
428. 24°5 cm. 280 pages. Tables. Diagrams. Index. (International Series of Mono- 
graphs on Physics) 

Professor Guggenheim presents the subject mainly from the standpoint of statistical 

thermodynamics, but there are also sections treated by classical methods which 

should be familiar to all professing more than a rudimentary knowledge of the 
subject. Chapters deal with classical thermodynamics of mixtures; statistical thermo- 
dynamics of mixtures; ideal solutions; regular solutions; dilute solutions; lattice 
imperfections; superlattices; gaseous mixtures; surfaces of simple liquid mixtures; 
molecules of different sizes; athermal mixtures and mixtures not athermal; and 
solutions of macromolecules. (541°3)

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY OF GREAT BRITAIN. Sir Edward Bailey. 
Murby, 22s.6d. 22-2 cm. 292 pages. 4 plates. 39 illustrations and diz 1grams (including 
maps) in text. Index. 
One of the merits of this history by a former Director of the Geological Survey is 
the way in which it makes clear the important contribution which geology makes 
to national development. The arrangement of the book is strictly chronological 
and to a large extent it is concerned with administrative details, but Sir Edward 
succeeds in keeping the wider background in view. There are interesting accounts 
of controversies famous in the history of nineteenth century geology, and in 
particular a sturdy defence of the liberty of official scientists to publish their results 
independently. There is certainly much evidence in this book to demonstrate the 
value of prompt exchange and free discussion of ideas in advancing knowledge.

AKAN TRADITIONS OF ORIGIN. Eva L. R. Meyerowitz. Faber, 30s.

The Akan people of the Gold Coast preserve complex and detailed oral traditions 
of their history going back over 900 years. Mrs. Meyerowitz, who has already 
published The Sacred State of the Akan, spent nine months in the Gold Coast visiting 
over 130 towns and villages to collect these traditions. This fascinating volume, 
co-ordinating the information thus collected, describes the movements of the Akan 
people from the destruction of their kingdom in the Djenne-Timbuktu region 
about A.D.1000 to the present day. There are excellent sketch maps. (572-9667) 


AMERICAN INDIANS IN THE PACIFIC. The Theory Behind the 
Kon-Tiki Expedition. Thor Heyerdahl. Allen & Unwin, 70s. 25-4 cm. 837 pages. 
gt plates (8 coloured). Drawings in text. 11 maps (7 coloured). References. Index 

In this detailed and handsomely illusteated work Thor Heyerdahl advances a new 

theory to solve the origins of the Polynesians of the central Pacific ocean. Claiming 
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that the traditional view that the Polynesians came from south-east Asia has no 
real evidence in its favour and is contradicted by their racial and cultural character. 
he holds that it also ignores the possibilities of primitive voyaging. Rafts and canoes 
can only traverse long distances by drifting with the prevailing winds and currents 
and the two such drift-routes into the Central Pacific start from the American side. 
The famous Kon-Tiki expedition established the likelihood that Peruvian rafts had 
thus reached Polynesia. Ethnological evidence is now marshalled for the probability 
that American Indian castaways similarly reached Hawaii from British Columbia 
in canoes, and that it was only later through voyaging contacts with the Melanesians 
to the west that some Old World features including food plants were obtained.

BIOLOGY AND LANGUAGE. An Introduction to the Methodology of 
the Biological Sciences including Medicine. J. H. Woodger. Cambridge University 

Press, 408. 22*2 cm. 378 pages. Diagrams. Indexes. 

The author, Professor of Biology in the University of London, was invited by 
the Council of Trinity College, Cambridge, to give the Tarner Lectures for the 
year 1949-50. This book contains those seven lectures with notes to amplify or 
qualify what was stated, plus appendices which contain methodological studies not 
used in the lectures. The professor’s aims are to improve the language of biology; 
to clarify the way theoretical statements are constructed on the basis provided by 
observations and experiments, and to show how symbols and formulas can assist 
in this work. Of interest to biologists and mathematicians, this book may also attract 
the interest of doctors by its inclusion of a section dealing with the methodological 
principles as applied to neurology and related sciences. (57401) 


STRUCTURAL ASPECTS OF CELL PHYSIOLOGY. Symposia of 
the Society for Experimental Biology. Number VI. Edited by J. F. Danielli and 
R. Brown. Cambridge University Press for the Company of Biologists, 45s. 25°4 cm.

This number contains the twenty-one papers read at a symposium held at Bristol 

in July i951, and is the sixth of an annual series of Symposium Reports. These 

contributions by experts from Britain and overseas provide the up-to-date thought 
and material from researches into this highly specialised field of physiology, and 
cover numerous aspects within this subject. The report, like the others in the series, 
is well produced and, although lacking an index, is a useful work of reference for

DOWNS AND DUNES: Their Plant Life and Its Environment. Sir Edward 
Salisbury. Bell, 45s. 25-4 cm. 342 pages. 74 photographs. 100 figures in text, 
including many distribution maps. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 

The Director of Kew Gardens has given us a specialists’ book, which will be read 

with interest by many amateur botanists and laymen. It is reshaped from lectures 

and interspersed with annotated lists of the species in each habitat. The emphasis 
is ecological and the physical conditions and plant successions of British calcareous 
habitats are considered in detail. Chalk downs and limestone uplands are first 
discussed together with the origins and adaptations (especially in relation to leaching) 
of their floras. The last sections present a fascinating account, supported by extensive 
data in tables and figures, of the development and floral history of sand dunes, a 
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habitat whose evolution may be visibly studied from ridge to ridge. The movement 
of dunes, their lack of water, and their variable temperature necessitate a preliminary 
invasion of specialist plants before the fixed dune species can take over. The notes 
and plates help to identify the characteristic species, though this is not their primary 
object. (581-52) 


FLORA OF WESTERN AUSTRALIA. Vol. 1, Part 1. C. A. Gardner. 
Government Printing Office (Perth, Australia), 45s. 24°2 cm. 400 pages. 104 plates. 
Map. 6 diagrams. Glossary. Indexes. 

The first part of a work planned to cover in six volumes a flora of almost 7,000 

species, this book treats only the family Gramineae, a detailed study of the genus 

Eucalyptus and more concise treatment of the remainder of the flora being reserved 

for later volumes. Genera are arranged, with few exceptions, after the system of 

Hiackel, with detailed technical descriptions and illustrations by the author. 

Mr. Gardner, the Government Botanist of Western Australia, is an experienced 

and meticulous student. His work on the wide field of his choice is likely to be a 

standard reference for many years. (581-9941)

THE POCKET GUIDE TO BRITISH BIRDS. R. S. R. Fitter. 
Collins, 21s. 19°6 cm. 256 pages. 64 colour plates, 48 monochrome plates, drawings 
in text, and endpaper maps by R. A. Richardson. Indexes. 

Many beginners and amateurs at bird study will find this book a landmark for 

them. It is the first real pocket-book which illustrates birds in the various plumages 

and attitudes (many of the plates show birds in flight) most frequently noticed in 
the field. Furthermore, there is a break from the usual tradition and order of scientific 
classification; instead unknown birds are identified by various keys—according to 
habitat, size, colour, markings and behaviour. The plates group together related 
species that are not easy to distinguish and each plate has a silhouette of a sparrow 
in the corner to help in judging size. (598-2942) 


A POCKET-BOOK OF COMMON BRITISH BIRDS. Wilfred 
Willett and Charles A. Hall. Black, 9s. 17 cm. 102 pages. 47 colour plates. (Black’s 
Nature Pocket-Books) 

This book and the one noticed below are the result of revision and expansion of 

the single-volume Pocket-Book of British Birds. It contains condensed accounts, covering 

status, field characters, breeding habits and general description of sixty-eight British 
species. This volume is confined mainly to the commoner passerines. The illustrations 
are on the whole excellent. Only one species is shown on each plate, so that each 
is on a scale large enough to show all the diagnostic details as well as being pleasing 
artistically. (598-2942) 


A POCKET-BOOK OF LESSER-KNOWN BRITISH BIRDS. 
Wilfred Willett and Charles A. Hall. Black, 9s. 17 cm. 102 pages. 47 colour plates. 
(Black’s Nature Pocket-Books) 

This book is a companion to the previous one and includes sixty-three of the less 

well known British species of birds. Thus between them the two volumes picture 

and describe most of the birds that a beginner is likely to encounter in Britain unless 
he is visiting the wildest parts. The ducks and geese are perhaps the least well 
represented, but other groups (e.g. the waders) are treated very fully considering 
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that these are true ‘pocket-books’. A special feature is that pairs of species that are 
difficult to distinguish in the field are treated together on the same page and the 
diagnostic characters emphasised.

REPORT OF THE MEDICAL RESEARCH COUNCIL FOR THE

As medical research in the United Kingdom is for the most part co-ordinated by 
the Medical Research Council, its report for the period 1 October 1950 to 
30 September 1951 is of the greatest interest and importance to those in all countries 
responsible for research programmes or actively engaged in research. The report 
reviews the more important aspects of research undertaken by the Council, then 
lists the staff and activities of its various establishments, the National Institute of 
Medical Research, research units, external scientific staffs, the Public Health 
Laboratory Service, and members of principal committees. It gives details of 
research grants to individuals and research fellowships, and includes bibliographies 
of work published during the period by staff and grant-holders. The report is 
thoroughly indexed. (610°7) 


APPLIED PHYSIOLOGY. Samson Wright. 9th edition. Oxford University 

Press, 508. 20°9 cm. 1,206 pages. 4 colour plates. 688 figures. References. Index. 
All those who need to keep abreast of modern advances in human physiology have 
come to rely on ‘Samson Wright’, as have medical students, undergraduates and 
postgraduates working for higher examinations, for whom it has for the last 
twenty-six years served as textbook. The ninth edition has 200 new figures, and 
has been thoroughly revised and more than half rewritten. Among the specialists 
collaborating are Professor M. Maizels in the chapters on Internal Environment, 
Blood, and all that relates to Clinical Pathology, and Dr. Jepson in those dealing 
with the Endocrines and Nutrition. A vast subject is here expounded in great detail 
and with reference to important contributions to the literature. (612) 


ELECTROTHERAPY AND ACTINOTHERAPY. A Textbook for 
Student Physiotherapists.

The teaching of the Physical Treatment Department, King’s College Hospital, 

London, is outlined in this textbook for physiotherapists preparing for the examina- 

tions of the Chartered Society of Physiotherapists in these subjects. Dr. Clayton, 

Consulting Physician to the Department, assisted by Dr. F. S. Cooksey and Miss 

P. M. Scott, has revised certain sections, among them those dealing with electrolytes, 

electrolysis and the behaviour of cells, the strength-duration method of muscle- 

testing and electromyography. He has brought the chapters on treatment up to 

date and added an account of valve-generated muscle-stimulating currents. (615-8)

Reliable and popular throughout a lifetime of nearly thirty years, Logan Turner’s 

beautifully illustrated textbook for senior students, although lacking the detail 

regarding obscure conditions needed by the specialist, provides an excellent work 
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of reference for the practitioner. In this thoroughly revised edition, which still 
represents Edinburgh teaching and practice, Dr. Guthrie’s able editorship secures 
a right proportion between the seven sections. The specialists responsible for these 
are A. Brownlie Smith, Diseases of the Nose and The Sulphonamides and Anti- 
biotics; I. M. Farquharson, Affections of the Paranasal Sinuses; J. F. Birrell, The 
Pharynx and Nasopharynx; I. Simson Hall, The Larynx; C. E. Scott, Peroral 
Endoscopy; J. P. Stewart and R. B. Lumsden, Diseases of the Ear. (616-2) 


LUMBAR DISC LESIONS. Pathogenesis and Treatment of Low Back

In this important and beautifully produced monograph, after an_ historical 

introduction Mr. Armstrong, Orthopaedic Surgeon to four London hospitals, 

reviews the literature and elucidates from careful observation each aspect of his 
subject, the anatomy, function of lumbar intervertebral discs and the pathology, 
clinical picture, differential diagnosis, conservative and operative treatment of their 
lesions. Based on the performance of more than a thousand operations, the study 
is on the whole representative of the views of present British orthopaedic surgeons. 
Exceptional clinical experience, a direct, economical style and many fine illustrations 
make this a valuable and instructive work.

The monograph, completely rewritten, incorporates Professor Brittain’s experience 
of the last eleven years. He has performed over 140 successful operations for 
ischiofemoral arthrodesis, for which he now describes a simpler technique, using 
the lateral approach. Among other new or modified techniques expounded here, 
with cases, are those for V-arthrodesis of the hip, fusion of the carpo-metacarpal 
joint, the wrist, the symphysis pubis, posterior scapulohumeral arthrodesis of the 
shoulder and a detailed account of Naughton Dunn’s stabilisation of the foot. Many 
of the very clear radiographs provide a further record of cases described in the first 
edition; the illustrations of techniques are excellent. (616-7)

Examiner in Dental Prosthetics in London University, formulates and discusses the 

scientific principles governing the stability of full dentures. New matter in this 
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edition is chiefly concerned with the importance of placing the teeth in their correct 
relation to the jaws and face, that is, generally in the position occupied by the natural 
teeth, and how this can be ascertained by anatomical landmarks in patients with 
no record of their natural teeth. The chapter on the Impression Surface gives a 
modified method of modelling a full lower impression in composition. There are 
new figures in the text.

RADIO INTERFERENCE SUPPRESSION As Applied to Radio and 
Television Reception. G. L. Stephens. 2nd edition. Iliffe for ‘Wireless World’, 
10s.6d. 22°2 cm. 132 pages. 65 illustrations and diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
In 1939, G. W. Ingram wrote the criginal edition of this book. Subsequent develop- 
ments have made it necessary to produce a revision which, on the death of Ingram, 
was undertaken by the present author. As the appeal is now made more to the 
practical rather than the academic mind, the more specialised material contained 
in the original version has been omitted and, in its place, more attention has been 
given to developments in suppression methods, especially at television frequencies, 
and to particular problems involved in suppression aboard ship. The origin of 
interference and the basic principles of suppression technique are discussed. Many 
practical applications are given, particularly relating to a wide range of common 
interfering appliances.

There are numerous diagrams and 
tables in the te xt and a supplement of sixty -cight photographs chosen to illustrate 
points made in the chapters dealing with structural forms and the architect’s approach 
to the choice of structure.

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containing a useful new fifty-page chapter on conical flow. The linearised theory 
of the supersonic flat delta wing is based on a new simple consistent method 
developed by means of the author’s general solution of the circular boundary value 
problem. The previous nineteen chapters are the same as in the 1948 edition except 
for minor corrections.

The popularity of gliding has created a real need for a practical book on gliding 

and soaring such as this, which deals mainly with the elementary stages of the art, 

and is intended to supplement instruction on the flying field.

Approach to Some of the Problems of World Hunger. James Cameron Scott.

The author, who was formerly Professor of Soil Science at Cheeloo University, 
describes the experiences of a research team there in a study of Agricultural 
Sanitation—a science defined as ‘the successful sanitation of the environment of 
man and his domestic animals by means which are an integral part of sound 
agricultural practice’. The main themes are the prevention of faecal-borne diseases 
in humans, and the efficient production, storage and use of organic manures. 
Whilst the study itself was carried out in North China, the problems involved are 
common to all Asiatic countries and to most under-developed areas in the world.

UNTAKEN HARVEST. Man’s Loss of Crops from Pest, Weed and Disease.

author spotlights the magnitude of losses to the world’s food supply through these 

agencies, details the methods of combating these losses, and then: examines their 
economic and social consequences. Final chapters survey present and future trends 
in crop protection, and deal with the commercial aspect of fungicide and insecticide 
production. As Lord Bledisloe points out in a foreword, this subject is of premier 
importance in the struggle to increase world food production, but governments 
and agriculturalists alike are slow in responding to the help offered by scientists. 
Mr. Ordish’s book can do much to reverse this position. (632) 
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SCIENCE AND PRACTICE IN CROPPING FOR MEAT AND 
MILK. H. I. Moore. Allen & Unwin, 14s. 22-2 cm. 127 pages. 13 photographs 
by the author.

It is now firmly established that successful farming in Great Britain, as in many 

other countries, depends largely on each holding being as self-sufficient as possible 

where animal feeding-stuffs are concerned. Dr. Moore, who is Principal of the 

Seale-Hayne Agricultural College, and Professor of Agriculture, University College 

of Exeter, has made a special study of this subject, and is well known for his research 

into the production and conservation of grass as a crop. In this work he points the 
way to economic protein production on the average farm, relating his own extensive 
practical experience and quoting freely from recent experimental reports. All his 

arguments are backed up by convincing figures and tables. (633-2) 


GREEN CROP DRYING. R. O. Whyte and M. L. Yeo. Faber, 42s.

Written for technical agriculturalists, animal nutrition specialists and engineers, 
this book reviews the present state of knowledge and experience in green crop 
drying in all countries where it has been developed, and outlines the many problems 
which still await solution. Dr. Whyte is well known for his work in the Common- 
wealth Bureau of Pastures and Field Crops, and more recently with the Food and 
Agriculture Organisation of the United Nations, and Miss Yeo for her research 
experience with the Ministry of Food and the British Coal Utilisation Research 
Association. Whilst the continued progress in grass drying techniques might prevent 
their book from remaining completely up to date for long, it must be considered 
by far the best of its kind for universal reference at the present time. An outstanding 
feature lies in its wealth of informative photographs and diagrams. (633-2) 


Horticulture 
GARDENAGE, or The Plants of Ninhursaga. Geoffrey Grigson. Routledge 
& Kegan Paul, 21s. 22-2 cm. 184 pages. 15 illustrations. 1 drawing in text. 

This book should not be assessed by its title or its sub-title, for both of these are 
unhappy. It is a wholly delightful collection of essays about garden plants and the 
histories of their cultivation. The author amid his learning, which he carries lightly, 
stresses the importance of realising that plants were originally cultivated for 
utilitarian purposes, and that the New World contribution to our gardens came 
mainly after the development of horticulture for its own sake. He treats his chosen 
topics, whether yew trees, weeds, woad, mistletoe or grottoes, in a gently didactic 
style enlivened with a dry humour. The reproductions of old engravings of flowers 
are tastefully selected. (635)

GOOD HOUSEKEEPING’S BASIC COOKERY IN PICTURES.

The title exactly indicates the scope and purpose of this book, namely, to teach 

beginners the basic principles of everyday cookery. Starting with breakfast, it deals 

in turn with the various methods of cooking the foods associated with each meal, 

giving in each section a selection of standard recipes, all of which, together with 
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the equipment used, have been tested by the Good Housekeeping Institute. The 
admirably clear instructions are accompanied by photographs of the actual work 
in progress, step by step from start to finished product. (641°5) 


THE JOY OF CHINESE COOKING. Written and illustrated by Doreen

Besides providing a useful guide to Chinese ingredients and utensils (or their 
substitutes), the author quotes many delicious recipes for preparing soup, eggs, 
fish, poultry, meat, vegetables, rice, etc., by Chinese methods which have for 
Western readers not only the charm of novelty but the practical advantage of 
extreme economy in fucl consumption. The descriptions of the age-old customs 
connected with certain foods and their underlying significance, and of the several 
Chinese festivals (each celebrated with a special dish), create a vivid and attractive 
picture of Chinese life and manners, which makes this much more than a mere 
cookery book.

OLD EDINBURGH TAVERNS. Marie W. Stuart. Hale, 12s. 6d. 22-2 cm.

It is universally recognised that the good old days were much better than any we 
enjoy now, especially when it comes to eating and drinking. Substantial confirmation 
to this commonplace is offered by the author in her precisely documented account 
of Edinburgh taverns in the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries. This is documentary 
with a relish and at the end of it the reader will admit the appropriateness of the 
final quotation ‘this canvas was painted with rare enjoyment’. The vigour of 
Edinburgh culture at this time was extraordinary; and discriminating, for claret 
was then the favourite drink and ‘English connoisseurs of wine ordered their supplies 
of it from Leith’. Rich in anecdote and gobbets of odd information, this book is 
a fine tribute to Scottish conviviality. (647°94)

of private ones. The Directory is arranged in one alphabetical sequence under the 
names of the directors.

It is as thoroughly documented as it is 
well written. The list of de Worde’s publications outnumbers by nearly 250 those 
given in the Short Title Catalogue.

A summary of the methods 
which have been found suitable for the dehydration of the more important English 
fruits is here given, followed by sections dealing more fully with the results obtained 
with each type of fruit—plums, apples, pears and cherries.

The annual editions 
give the opportunity for constant review and revision of the methods, and, in 
recent years, the scope has been considerably widened and greater correlation with 
official bodies has been attained. The 1952 edition introduces two new methods, 
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Oxidation Stability of Aviation Gasoline and Determination of the Oil Content 
of Dispersions of Soluble Cutting Oils. Sixty-eight methods have been revised 
editorially in order to achieve uniformity in form, and, further, twenty-one technical 
revisions have been made.

HISTORY OF THE WORLD’S ART. Hermann Leicht. Translated 
from the German by Bernard Miall. Allen & Unwin, 35s. 25°4 cm. 121 plates

General surveys of art history, consisting of highly concentrated information, 

necessarily make for compressed and often slightly fatiguing reading. The present 

work is no exception, but may be recommended for its wide range, excellent choice 
of illustrations which include many ‘postage-size’ text illustrations, and non-technical 

Janguage. It is a valuable general history, covering Ancient Egypt, Africa, Australasia 

and Oceania, the Far East, and America, as well as Europe, useful to the student 

when used together with other similar works, e.g. Gombrich’s History of Art 

(Phaidon Press, 1950). Written in slightly simpler language than Gombrich’s book, 

this work is specially suitable for schools and training colleges. The plates contain 

three or more illustrations each, totalling just under 500 reproductions in the entire 


book.

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NORMANDY DIARY. Lord Methuen. Hale, 63s. 28 cm. 288 pages.

Lord Methuen, eminently gifted painter and an acknowledged expert in architecture, 
was one of the officers appointed to record and ensure the safety of monuments and 
works of art during the advance of the 21st Army Group in 1944 from Normandy 
to Holland. His diary, on which his official reports were based, is impressively 
detailed, vivid in description and absorbing to read. The appendices include the 
regulations governing the scheduling of historic monuments, sites and objects of 
art in France, and the author makes a strong plea for a similar system of preservation 
and classification to be adopted in Britain. This important volume contains delightful 
examples of the author’s work as an artist, and there is an introduction by Sir Leonard 
Woolley, formerly Archaeological Adviser to the War Office. (709°44) 


CLASSIC ART. An Introduction to the Italian Renaissance. Heinrich W6lfflin. 
Translated from the German by Peter and Linda Murray. Phaidon Press, 30s.

The contribution to art history study of Heinrich Wé6lfflin (d.1945) has been 
recognised by scholars in all countries; as Dr. Herbert Read writes in the introduction 
to the present volume ‘he found art criticism a subjective chaos and left it a science’. 
W6lfflin succeeded Burckhardt as Professor of the History of Art at Basle University, 
Switzerland, in 1893, and published his major work Die Klassische Kunst in 1899. 
This new translation (superseding the original 1903 English translation) is excellently 
done. W6lfflin deals with the art of the High Renaissance, discussing the work of 
Leonardo da Vinci, Michelangelo, Raphael, and their successors, and in the second 
part of his book he elaborates his theory of art history. This book is indispensable 
for all students who wish to learn not only the grammar of art criticism but how to 
look at and analyse great paintings. (709°45) 


CHINESE ART. R. L. Hobson. 2nd edition, revised by Soame Jenyns. 
Benn, 84s. 28-5 cm. 21 pages of text. 100 colour plates. 


An important pictorial survey of Chinese art first published in 1927. The main 
feature of the book is the hundred colour plates reproducing examples of pottery, 
porcelain, jades, paintings, lacquer, bronzes and furniture of all periods. The plates 
are invaluable to connoisseurs, collectors and students for purposes of comparison 
and identification; the colours are finely produced and by present-day standards 
the book is sensibly priced. Pictorial anthologies of this kind are of the utmost 
value in art libraries which depend on good illustrations. The plates have rather 
brief captions, and a separate list would have facilitated quick reference. _ (709°51)

The author, 
who will be remembered for his longer studies in the English Cathedrals series, has 
written a similar brief account of Durham. The intelligent tourist will find both

The Blake collection formed by the late Graham Robertson (d.1948), the painter, 
stage-designer and writer, contained 140 paintings and drawings by William Blake 
(1757-1827), now dispersed among various British public galleries. The two-volume 
catalogue prepared in manuscript by W. Graham Robertson before his death has 
been published with much additional information by his literary executor Kerrison 
Preston. It will become an important reference work for Blake specialists and students, 
forming a fitting memorial to one who did much to foster the modern revival of 
interest in one of England’s greatest romantic artists. The book is excellently produced 
with sixty-four collotype plates.

VISION AND TECHNIQUE IN EUROPEAN PAINTING. Brian 
Thomas. Longmans, 18s. 22*2 cm. 190 pages. 21 illustrations. 8 drawings in text.

Written in the form of a survey of European painting this book analyses pictorial 
design in terms of line, form, tone and colour. The author considers that these four 
principles of design are the material which the painter uses to express his particular 
vision of the world. Though dealing with fairly complex matters of technique and 
aesthetics Mr. Thomas, who has been Principal of the Byam Shaw School of 
Painting and Drawing, London, since 1946, writes clearly and lucidly; as a practising 
painter in several techniques he understands the technical problems about which 
he writes. The plates have longish descriptive notes, special attention being given 
to analysing the geometrical and linear construction of the paintings reproduced.

VERMEER. Lawrence Gowing. Faber, 50s. 257 cm. 160 pages. 83 plates (4 
in colour).

This monograph, by the Professor of Fine Arts Durham University, is a sympathetic 
study presenting the great Dutch painter Vermeer (1632-75) in a new light. In 
Part 1 the author examines the personal quality of Vermeer’s style; in Part 2 he lists 
thirty-five paintings providing a commentary on each with references to previous 
literature and articles. Professor Gowing, who is one of the leading painters of the

THE ENGLISHMAN MAKES MUSIC. Reginald Nettel. Dobson, 18s. 
22°2 cm. 208 pages. 6 illustrations. Musical examples. Bibliography. 
This is not merely the history of the ordinary Englishman’s musical taste, nor of 
the development of the tonic sol-fa. It is, viewed from the standpoint of music, 
a piece of the social history of England, from the closing years of the eighteenth 
century to the present day, history of “the deeply felt wish craving for utterance 
and fulfilment’, proof that ‘love of beauty grows with the active creation of beauty 
both in individual and in communal effort’. The book is full of unexpected items 


of information and wise reflections on the art of living. A fascinating subject 
admirably treated. (780°942) 


A HISTORY OF MUSIC IN ENGLAND. Ernest Walker. 3rd edition, 
revised and enlarged by J. A. Westrup. Oxford University Press, 35s. 22°2 cm. 
480 pages. 207 musical examples. Bibliography. Indexes. 

Professor Walker’s History, first published in 1907, has been most ably enlarged 

and revised by Professor Westrup. A history of music made in England (not solely 

composed by Englishmen) from the beginnings to the present day, it is concerned 
primarily with actual music rather than with biographies of musicians. Throughout 
the reader is helped by copious musical illustrations, with instruction provided on 
such points as how to play the lute etc. We study the grand, jubilant sixteenth century, 
the probably better known Madrigalian Era, Purcell and his contemporaries, Handel 
has a chapter to himself, and others deal with Victorian music and the twentieth 
century. The history ends with a survey of folk music and the conclusion that for 
English music the future is bright. A book for every music lover. (780-942) 
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A PLAIN AND EASY INTRODUCTION TO PRACTICAL 
MUSIC. Thomas Morley. Edited by R. Alec Harman. Foreword by Thurston 
Dart. Dent, 35s. 25 cm. 356 pages. Musical examples. Index. 

This first modern version of Morley’s erudite and engaging guide to music, 

originally published in 1597, has successfully achieved its aim in producing an easily 

readable form, designed for the student rather than for the specialist. The book 
is divided into three sections. In the first Morley deals with what may be termed 
the sixteenth century equivalent of the rudiments of music, in the second with 
counterpoint and canon, and in the third with composition. It is a stimulating 
conversation-piece in dialogue, and its concentrated teaching is enlivened by 
Morley’s sharp-tongued wit. The Foreword is an informative and scholarly essay 
on the state of music in Morley’s time and a valuable introduction to the book.

ITALIAN OPERA. Francis Toye. Parrish, 8s.6d. 22-2 cm. 66 pages. Coloured 
frontispiece. 39 illustrations. Index. (World of Music) 

A condensed, and inevitably sketchy, account of Italy’s rich history of some 350 

years of opera making. Mr. Toye, however, treats his subject with a grace and 

swiftness of style that have an instant appeal, though the compression has necessitated 
the omission of some important composers of opera, including Wolf-Ferrari, 

Montenezzi and Menotti. The numerous illustrations are of considerable interest.

TRAINING FOR THE STAGE. The Technique of Acting. Dorothy 
Birch. Pitman, 18s. 22-2 cm. 176 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Index. (Theatre and 
Stage) 

An attempt to cover the whole field of acting technique within the compass of 

one small volume permits the author to give no more than pointers to show the 

reader where instruction should be sought. Her book is, therefore, mainly a guide- 
book for the use of students, teachers and drama advisers to all the component 
parts of acting. Chapters on the voice, classical and modern interpretation, movement, 
the script, rehearsals, and different types of drama, are accompanied by exercises. 
A résumé of each chapter and a brief appendix provide easy references. _ (792°02) 


A DICTIONARY OF THEATRICAL TERMS. Wilfred Granville. 
André Deutsch, 12s.6d. 22°2 cm. 207 pages. (Language Library) 

Apart from A Short Glossary of Theatrical Terms by the Irish actor, W. G. Fay, this 

book is the first of its kind to appear in the present century. There was need for such 

a work, both historically and for its practical uses. Wilfred Granville has had experience 

in the theatre as actor, producer and stage manager. The contents are not exhaustive, 

and occasionally one wonders why so much space is given, for example, to an account 

of Bernard Shaw’s life instead of to a fuller explanation of some theatrical term 

where the omitted derivation would have added greatly to its interest and value.

1952 ASIAN FILM DIRECTORY AND WHO’S WHO. Edited 
and compiled by V. Doraiswamy. V. Doraiswamy (Post Box 311/A, Bombay 1, 
India), 30s. post free. 25°4 cm. 382 pages. 37 portraits. Drawings. Photographs 
in text. 

The only work of its kind available in the English language, the Asian Film Directory 

is full of information hitherto difficult to obtain: facts, figures and statistics from 
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thirty Asiatic countries on film production (when it exists), distribution, exhibition, 
censorship, visual education, and so on. The major portion of the book is taken up 
with information on the Indian film industry, and includes a list of films produced 
in India between 1913 and 1951, a Who's Who section, photographs of popular 
stars, and notes on legislation and taxation. The information is copious, well presented, 
and compact.

THE ART OF TELEVISION. Jan Bussell. Faber, 18s. 22-8 cm. 163 pages. 
12 illustrations. Index. 
A survey of television production in Britain, intended for the layman, and written 
by a B.B.C. staff producer specialising in the puppet theatre, the chapters offer a 
bird’s eye view of studio administration, planning and rehearsing a dramatic produc- 
tion, presenting variety, talks, music, ballet and features, the principles of acting and 
writing for television, and a specimen script. Useful general information is lucidly 
imparted, but in theory and critical analysis of the medium the book is rather 
unoriginal. (792°95)

HEROIC POETRY. C. M. Bowra. Macmillan, 40s. 22-2 cm. 600 pages. Index. 
[he breadth of Sir Maurice Bowra’s scholarship and the catholicity of his taste in 
poetry are impressively displayed in this survey ranging from Babylonian epic to 
Soviet panegyrics—the more so because the book is no mere popularisation but 
shows a well-knit critical structure. Heroic poetry, as here examined, is not so 
much a matter of literary form as the product of societies at a particular stage which 
share a special attitude to great men. Besides the ancient epics. it embraces ballads, 
sagas and folk-poetry of many ages, but not the modern epics of Dante, Tasso or 
Milton. By comparing the characteristics and conventions of bardic poetry among 
various primitive peoples, the book throws fresh light on familiar examples such 
as The Iliad. At the same time, it extends the reader’s horizon by introducing him 
through very readable translations to much that is unfamiliar. (808-1)

PERSONAE. Collected Shorter Poems of Ezra Pound. Faber, 21s. 20°9 cm. 
287 pages. Index. 

In recent years most of the interest in Ezra Pound has been directed to the con- 
troversial Pisan Cantos and the appearance of this volume is therefore timely in 
that it may divert attention to the earlier work with which Pound made his name. 
The book contains (apart from a few poems rejected by the author) the whole of 
Personae (1908, 1909, and 1910), Ripostes, Lustra, and Cathay, together with poems 
collected from periodicals and, more important, the whole of Homage to Sextus 
Propertius. For students of Pound and modern literary history this is an essential 
book; others—in view of the Master’s formidable reputation—may find it unex- 
pectedly enjoyable. (811-5) 


English Poetry 

BRITISH POPULAR BALLADS. Edited by John E. Housman, Harrap, 
10s.6d. 19 cm. 248 pages. Glossary. Bibliographies. (Life, Literature and Thought 
Library) 

This is a collection of fifty-seven traditional ballads, the poetry of the village com- 

munity in medieval Britain from the fourteenth century onwards. The newer 

popular ballads, ‘the broadsides’, coming after the introduction of printing, are 
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not included. The long introduction gives a comprehensive survey of traditional 
balladry. It discusses the origin, poetic qualities, the social background, and the 
varied versions of ballads, and deals with the characteristic subjects of ballads as 
they are classified in the collection. An interesting note, too, is given at the head of 
each ballad. English-speaking readers will find old favourites in this attractive, well- 
edited collection, and foreign readers will recall versions of these ballads in their own 
tongue.

POETS ON FORTUNE’S HILL. Studies in Sidney, Shakespeare, 
Beaumont and Fletcher. John F. Danby. Faber, 18s. 22°5 cm. 212 pages. Notes. 
Index. 

A study of the transition from the Elizabethan to the Jacobean order in terms not 

only of literature but of the social system. Mr. Danby illustrates his thesis with 

discussions of Sidney’s Arcadia, Shakespeare’s late tragedies and romances, and the 
sophisticated drama of Beaumont and Fletcher. An original and important book 
for anybody interested in dramatic poetry, it establishes some striking and unexpected 
parallels in the immensely diverse field of Elizabethan literature. Mr. Danby’s 
arguments are always lively, but it is a little difficult to accept them as final since 
he is inclined to draw historical and sociological conclusions from evidence which 
is really literary or artistic. (821-3) 


A READING OF GEORGE HERBERT. Rosemond Tuve. Faber, 25s. 
22°2 cm. 216 pages. 18 plates (2 in colour). Notes. 
This is a learned and important book which should radically alter the modern 
conception of Herbert (1593-1633) as a poet. Miss Tuve’s thesis, admirably supported 
by reference to patristic and devotional writing and by plates illustrative of medieval 
iconography, is that the metaphors and symbols so integral to Herbert’s meaning 
derived from widely diffused traditions of Christian imagery. To his contemporaries 
they were not the extravagant fancies of a ‘metaphysical poet’ but natural and 
familiar modes of expression with centuries of religious experience behind them. 
Miss Tuve’s analysis of specific poems, particularly of The Sacrifice, is a practical 
demonstration of how much is to be gained in both the interpretation and the 
evaluation of Herbert’s work by this new approach. (821-3) 


ROD OF INCANTATION. Poems by Francis King. Longmans, 9s.6d. 
20°9 cm. §2 pages. 
Clarity and control are two conspicuous features of this brief collection of Mr. King’s 
occasional verse. All the poems are written in rhymed stanzas and record moments 
of autobiographical experience, drawn mostly from the English countryside in 
wartime or the Mediterranean in peace, the narrative and lyrical elements being 
blended with unusual skill. The experiences communicated are not perhaps of over- 
whelming power, and it would be unreasonable to judge Mr. King to be as talented 
a poet as he is a novelist. But his lines move with ease and simplicity, the emotional 
effect is never strained, and he shows an impressive mastery of whatever form of 
versification he chooses. (821-9) 


TEN BURNT OFFERINGS. Louis MacNeice. Faber, 10s.6d. 22:2 cm. 
96 pages. 

In seven out of the ten long poems in this book Mr. MacNeice abandons the personal 

theme and the sharp observation of modern manners which in the past have given 
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his work its peculiar quality, and has substituted description and narrative dealing 
with places and people connected with literature, history and religion. In the three 
remaining poems Mr. MacNeice repeats himself without much freshness, though 
The Death of a Cat is suitably deft and neat. Though this volume does not represent 
Mr. MacNeice at his best, many of its pages contain passages—a nonchalant yet 
precise handling of words, a revealing phrase, a witty image—capable of giving 
immense pleasure. And however unequal they may be, all these poems have style.

TOWARDS THE LAST SPIKE. A Verse Panorama of the Building of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. E. J. Pratt. Macmillan (Toronto, Canada), $2-00. 
23 cm. $3 pages. 

An epic poem of 1,500 lines recounting the construction of the C.P.R. across 

Canada, which spans wide stretches of prairie and forbidding mountain ranges. 

It is a first-rate story full of historical facts narrated in vivid lightning-like sequence. 

The character portrayal, a forte of the author's, shows brilliant contrasts and the 

poem is a gripping drama of an achievement against odds of finance and nature 

unmatched hitherto or since. A handful of impecunious people are confronted with 
prodigious physical features—plunging rivers personalised as hostile and the Pre- 

Cambrian shield as a great monstor, rebellious at the railroad’s intrusion. (821-9C)

THE RIVER LINE. A Play. Charles Morgan. Macmillan, 8s.6d. 21-5 cm. 
182 pages. 
In an introduction Charles Morgan, eminent man of letters, describes how his 
recent novel, The River Line, was, in effect, a study for this play. He then gives us 
the tenor of his ideas as the drama gradually took shape, and his conclusions on 
how life can be lived in an age of violence. These thoughts and questions are echoed 
in the utterances of each character as the play evolves. Set in England after the war 
and in France in 1943, the action is built around a small group of officers and a 
secret escape organisation whose members were their guardians on their way through 
enemy-occupied territory. This unusual play is highly dramatic, due largely to the 
clarity and tautness of the writing; it possesses a quietness and beauty, intensified 
by the consummate craftsmanship of the author. (822-9)

ELIZABETH BOWEN. Jocelyn Brooke. Longmans for The British Council, 
2s. 21°§ cm. 32 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Bibliography. Paper bound. 
(Bibliographical Supplements to ‘British Book News’) 

Elizabeth Bowen is in the first rank of contemporary British novelists; she is also 

the author of short stories, essays in literary criticism and other prose works. 

Mr. Brooke concentrates on the novels. He is obliged, a little reluctantly, to use 

the ambivalent word ‘sensibility’ in connection with her work, but realises how 

much more there is to it than this. He speaks percipiently of her awareness of the 
relationship between the individual and his environment, of her revealing wit, of 
her sense of the tragic. Mr. Brooke writes with affection and charm, and his short 
essay forms a pleasing introduction to this supremely civilised writer, whose work, 
since its first appearance in 1923, has been continually developing. (823-9) 
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Russian Literature 
DON JUAN (In the Russian Manner). Anton Chekhov. English Version 
by Basil Ashmore. Preface by Sir Desmond MacCarthy. Nevill, 10s.6d. 20°9 cm. 
127 pages. 
Basil Ashmore has fashioned a new comi-tragedy with a strong Chekhovian flavour 
out of a very early work by the great Russian dramatist. Written first in 1884, 
it has lain discarded for many years, although Chekhov revised it to some extent 
(without finishing it), and it was published in Russia in 1923 and 1949. As the real 
value of the work is an academic one, the earlier English translation by John 
Cournos will remain of greater usefulness to students. This adaptation with its 
many alterations, newly written ending, and modern colloquialisms, will probably 
find its sponsors among dramatic societies seeking a readily actable version.

FREEDOM AND THE TRAGIC LIFE. A Study in Dostoevsky. 
Vyacheslav Ivanov. Translated from the Russian by Norman Cameron. Harvill 
Press, 158. 22°2 cm. 174 pages. (Russian Writers and Thinkers) 

Ivanov, who died in 1949, was an émigré Russian poet and a thinker of European 

stature. This study of Dostoevsky’s writings is appreciative rather than critical, but 

it possesses an imaginative power which lifts it far beyond the range of the ordinary 
literary commentary. What gives it an exceptional depth is Ivanov’s rare combination 
of insights. He shares something of Dostoevsky’s vision of Russia as a religious as 
well as a national source of inspiration; yet his own outlook was so international 
that he could explain the symbols of Dostoevsky’s imagination in terms of the 
myths of Greece and Europe. The translation is simple and lucid, but it is clearly 
a difficult task to do justice to the poetically inspired language of the original.

THE LOG OF THE PELICAN. Gibson Cowan. Cresset Press, 12s.6d. 
19 cm. 236 pages. Endpaper maps and 4 maps in text. 

The author joined the schooner Pelican in Egypt in 1941 and sailed in her down the 
Red Sea and round to Kilindini. There he left her, to work inland until, two years 
later, he was appointed as her captain and took her (on home-learnt navigation) 
back to Egypt. And there, in the end, she was scen, coveted and bought from her 
remote owner in America by King Farouk. As a wartime story this book is 
fantastically remote from important events; as a study of an odd little ship and 
her odder ship’s company, it is as amusing as it could well be. (910°4) 


WHISTLING FOR A WIND. Charles Landery. Phoenix House, 12s.6d. 
20°3 cm. 256 pages. Decorations by Sam Barclay. 
This enchanting book records the slow voyage of the old Appledore ketch Bessie, 
with a crew of three plus cat, from Devon to the Mediterranean. Her final destiny 
was as an Aegean trader, but before she took in her first cargo at Cyprus she had 
been given up for lost, searched for by the Navy, and the culprit, her diesel engine, 
remained to the last the trial of her owners. The author—formerly R.N.V.R.— 
threw up an office job for the venture, and left Bessie, with infinite reluctance, when 
summoned suddenly to Canada. An English ketch, and Levantine sea characters, 
were seldom more persuasively described. (910°4) 
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EXMOOR. S. H. Burton. Westaway Books, 16s. 22*2 cm. 176 pages. 18 photo- 
graphs. Sketch map. Bibliography. Index. 
This attractive work should be known to all who have visited, or hope to visit, 
Exmoor. The author, falling under the spell of the moorland, has come by systematic 
exploration to a thorough first-hand knowledge of its features, traditions and 
literature. Few regions in England can show more clearly the impress of one family 
on its landscape and life, and Mr. Burton does full justice to the Knight family 
who, in the nineteenth century, reclaimed the ‘Forest’ and found by continued 
experiment the agricultural system best suited to it. The greater part of the book, 
however, provides an informative and lively guide for the walker, supplemented 
by chapters on stag-hunting, legends, and Exmoor in literature. (914°2) 


THE RIVER WYE. J. Allan Cash. Chapman & Hall, 25s. 25-4 cm. $4 pages 
of text. 72 photographs by the author. Index. 


This handsome volume traces the river Wye from its source, high upon Plynlimmon 
in Wales, along its ninety-three miles to the sea near Chepstow. The introduction 
includes not only the topography of the regions through which the river flows 
but also a history of the exciting episodes and famous people connected with them, 
for the ‘marches’ of Wales have seen stirring times. The plates, excellently produced, 
are a tribute to Mr. Cash as a distinguished photographer. They are of great beauty 
and give ample support to the author’s bold claim that the Wye is ‘the loveliest 
river in England and Wales’. (914°2) 


SURREY. J. Charles Cox. Revised by E. F. Peeler. 7th edition. Methuen, 
9s.6d. 16 cm. 172 pages. 60 illustrations. Folding map. Bibliography. Index. 
(Little Guides) 

That this is the seventh edition of a guide first published some fifty years ago is 

sufficient evidence of the series’ popularity. The general introduction covers many 

aspects, from geology to a list of local worthies, with much up-to-date statistical 
information. This is proved by a gazetteer of places of interest. Here the emphasis 
is mainly architectural. A liberal number of illustrations add to the attractiveness 
of this compact volume. (914°2) 


FLORENCE. Edward Hutton. Hollis & Carter, 21s. 22-2 cm. 300 pages. 
33 illustrations. Index. 


Written by a leading expert on all things Italian, who has lived for many years 
in Florence, this book is an admirable guide for the serious-minded, conscientious 
traveller. It is factual, highly informative on all matters historical and topographical 
covering the ground in a thorough and devoted manner. For those who like a slightly 
old-fashioned approach which emphasises the past to the almost total exclusion of 
present-day Florence this is an indispensable book for the planning and enjoyment 
of a leisurely visit to one of Italy’s most famous and beautiful cities. (914°5) 


JOURNEY IN THE SUN. Dane Chandos. Michael Joseph, 15s. 20°9 cm. 
216 pages. 

Mr. Chandos, well known for his books on Mexico, recounts here a recent journey 

through Spain and Portugal, which begins on the old pilgrim route from the 

Pyrenees to Santiago de Compostela, and ends at Gibraltar. The author was in 

search of legatees under his uncle’s will, and this gives a satisfying unity to his 

narrative, besides introducing a number of attractive individuals. These, and many 
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others, are skilfully portrayed, and a shrewd and humorous commentary is supplied 
by his Mexican chauffeur. The book, illuminated by Mr. Chandos’s understanding 
of human nature and his sense of the significant detail, is most agreeable reading.

REINDEER ARE WILD TOO. Joan Newhouse. Murray, 16s. 22°2 cm. 
188 pages. 22 illustrations. 2 maps. Index. 
The Lapps of Norway are probably the sole remaining people in Europe to have 
maintained their primitive nomadic way of life, entirely subservient to the require- 
ments of their reindeer herds. The author accompanied a Lapp family on their 
migrations between winter pastures in the interior and the coastal grazing grounds 
south of Hammerfest, adapting herself so successfully to the life that on occasion 
she passed as a Lapp. Her experiences are related straightforwardly and modestly, 
so that a convincing picture of the daily life, social habits and outlook of a Lapp 
family is gradually built up. But, apart from its anthropological value, this book 
will appeal to the general reader as an unusual travel book. (914°81) 


Biography 
ROGER BACON AND HIS SEARCH FOR A UNIVERSAL 
SCIENCE. A Reconsideration of the Life and Work of Roger Bacon in the 
Light of His Own Stated Purposes. Stewart C. Easton. Blackwell (Oxford), 25s. 
22°2 cm. 262 pages. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
An essentially scholarly life of Roger Bacon (c.1214-94), dealing more with the 
order and circumstances of Bacon’s written works than with his ideas, although 
these are not neglected. Such a study was necessary, since otherwise information 
on Bacon, where not confusing, is meagre. Dr. Easton has examined all Bacon’s 
work extant and much related matter, and consequently he is able to give a 
convincing account of the medieval scientific atmosphere in which Bacon lived 
and worked. He then appears not a solitary genius but as an expression of a very 
marked trend towards experimental science of the thirteenth century. (92) 


AMERICA’S MAN OF DESTINY. An Intimate Biography of General 
Eisenhower. Kevin McCann. Heinemann, 12s.6d. 22-2 cm. 211 pages. 
Kevin McCann, who was General Eisenhower’s assistant between 1946 and 1951, 
has been able, from a study of a large collection of correspondence and records 
of conversation and remarks, to reveal new aspects of the career and personality 
of his great chief. He shows clearly it was not chance that caused Eisenhower to 
rise in little more than two years from an unknown Colonel to Commander-in- 
Chief of the greatest force in history. He was much more than a talented, energetic 
officer. He knew his power and he realised his responsibilities; “he understood 
individuals as he did nations’. In short, he had developed into a great leader. The 
book brings out General Eisenhower’s unwillingness, even as late as 1948, to hold 
high political office. At the same time, he was always ready to do what he considered 
to be his duty. (92) 


THE JOURNAL OF GEORGE FOX. A revised edition by John L. 
Nickalls, with an Epilogue by Henry J. Cadbury and an Introduction by Geoffrey 
F, Nuttall. Cambridge University Press, 21s. 19 cm. 839 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

A new edition of the Journal of George Fox, founder of the Society of Friends, 

has long been needed and the editor has performed a difficult task with marked 
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competence. The end of the present text coincides with the main source used—the 
autobiography dictated by Fox in 1675 or possibly 1674 and known as the Spence MS. 
The last fifteen years of Fox’s life are covered in the epilogue by Henry J. Cadbury. 
Slight grammatical errors have been corrected in the text and while punctuation 
and spelling have been modernised, a number of archaic forms have been left 
unaltered as indicating Fox’s mode of speech. Dr. Geoffrey Nuttall contributes an 
illuminating estimate of the character of Fox and the significance of the Journal.

PETER FRASER. New Zealand’s Wartime Prime Minister. James Thorn. 
Odhams Press, 18s. 21°5 cm. 288 pages. 16 photographs. Index. 
Peter Fraser was born in a village in Ross-shire in 1884. At the age of twenty-six 
he emigrated to New Zealand and was soon closely concerned with the Labour 
Movement there. When Labour came to power in 1930 he became Minister of 
Education and Minister of Health, and in 1940, on the death of the Rt. Hon. M. J. 
Savage, Prime Minister of New Zealand, an office he held until 1949. He died in 
December 1950. This biography by a friend and colleague is an interesting study 
of a significant figure in the New Zealand political scene, a great wartime leader 
and an attractive individual. (92) 


KING GEORGE THE FIFTH: HIS LIFE AND REIGN. Harold 

Nicolson. Constable, 42s. 24°4 cm. 594 pages. 21 plates. Reference notes. Index. 
Entrusted with the formidable task of describing King George’s public life, 
Mr. Nicolson wisely decided to give point to his study by answering two questions: 
‘How does a Monarchy function in a modern state2’, and “To what extent were 
the powers and influence of the Monarchy diminished or increased during the 
twenty-five years of King George's reign?’. As might be expected, so expert a 
writer has worked skilfully. From his book there emerges a frank, attractive picture 
of the King: kindly, shrewd, humorous, a ruler who responded to the demands 
made upon him during a reign which had plenty of complex constitutional situations 
involving his intervention. Mr. Nicolson has had access to important materials 
from the royal archives at Windsor, including the King’s diaries (a sailor’s terse 
log-book), which he kept punctiliously from 1880-1936. From them he has done 
justice to the King in an important book. (92)

NOTES WITHOUT MUSIC. An Autobiography. Darius Milhaud. 
Translated from the French by Donald Evans and edited by Rollo H. Myers. 
Dobson, 21s. 22*2 cm. 268 pages. Frontispiece. 

Although it suffers somewhat in translation, this autobiography of one of the 

surviving musicians of the “Groupe des Six’ makes consistently entertaining, and 

often exciting, reading. The infuriated reaction to his work of the Paris public of 
the years immediately preceding the First World War surprised and mildly puzzled 
him, but he accepted it in a philosophic and good-humoured way and continued 
along his chosen path away from the Teutonic elements which, then, held musical 

Europe in thrall. The chief interest of these memoirs lies in the picture of Paris 

during those exciting years when Milhaud and his fellow composers were staging 

so successful a rebellion against the old reactionary influences. Throughout, the 
composer strikes a note of endearing naturalness, and writes with the humility of 

the true artist and great personality. (92) 
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LORD MILNER AND THE EMPIRE. The Evolution of British 
Imperialism. Vladimir Halpérin. Odhams Press, 21s. 22 cm. 256 pages. Portrait 
frontispiece. Bibliography. Index. 


[his book by a distinguished French historian is the first attempt to give an overall 
picture of the life and work of Lord Milner (1854-1925) and to assess his importance 
in the development of British Imperial policy. It is not primarily a personal biography, 
though an introductory chapter touches on Milner’s background and education. 
His work in Egypt and South Africa, and as a member of the British wartime Cabinet 
is described, and the concluding chapter summarises his outlook and achievement 
and gives some account of the members of ‘Milner’s Kindergarten’, the group of 
young men including John Buchan (Lord Tweedsmuir), Basil Williams, Philip 
Kerr (Lord Lothian) and Lionel Curtis, who served with him in South Africa. 
This important book was first published in French in 1950; the English edition 
has been enhanced by a long foreword by the Rt. Hon. L. S$. Amery. There is a 
valuable bibliography. (92) 


A LITTLE LEARNING or A Victorian Childhood. Winifred Peck. 
Faber, 12s.6d. 20°3 cm. 192 pages. 
These reminiscences by Lady Peck of her school and university life give an insight 
into the education of women fifty years ago. Her education was unusually varied: 
from governesses in the old-fashioned home of her father’s rectory she went to 
day schools in Birmingham and Eastbourne (one maintaining the ideals of 1850-6o), 
thence to Wycombe Abbey, a new public school for girls, then, after a period in 
a girls’ public school in Scotland, to Oxford, ‘when women stood humbly on the 
outside of the gates of the University’. The author vividly recaptures her childhood 
and adolescent memories, and her story, with her informed comments on earlier 
and modern education, makes an interesting and informative book. (92) 


LADY CHARLOTTE SCHREIBER. Extracts from her Journal, 1853- 
1891. Edited by the Earl of Bessborough. Murray, 21s. 22-2 cm. 228 pages. 
8 plates. Index. 


The Diaries of Lady Charlotte Guest, 1833-1852, noticed in British Book News, May 
1951, was the first introduction, for readers interested in the Victorians, to this 
remarkable, resolute and erudite matriarch. Her ironmaster husband and partner 
Sir John Guest died in 1852; three years later she married her son’s tutor Charles 
Schreiber and they lived happily for nearly thirty years. They travelled much and 
the magnificent collection of china which she formed and gave to the nation 
witnesses to her taste and energy. Her grandson, Lord Bessborough, has also edited 
and discreetly annotated this, further selection from her journals, which are a 
reflection of a determined personality and of a vanished society. (92) 


TO THE HAPPY FEW. Selected Letters of Stendhal. Introduced by 
Emmanuel Boudot-Lamotte. Translated from the French by Norman Cameron. 
Lehmann, 21s. 22-2 cm. 384 pages. Portrait frontispiece. 

A selection made with great skill by M. Boudot-Lamotte which comprises many 

of the most brilliant and characteristic items of Stendhal’s large correspondence, 

his confidences to his sister, his numerous attachments and his impressions of the 

Russian campaign of 1812. Besides the familiar dry wit and sophistication of his 

novels he shows here a generous and impulsive response in matters of the heart. 
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He is never pretentious nor evasive and his expression constantly reveals what is 
perhaps the most attractive combination in a letter-writer, the blending of clear 
thinking with passionate feeling. The translation is admirably lively and versatile. (92) 


THE LIFE AND WRITINGS OF JEREMY TAYLOR. C. J. Stranks. 
S.P.C.K. for the Church Historical Society, 25s. 22°2 cm. 320 pages. 3 plates. 
Bibliography. Index. 

In this scholarly work the author provides a comprehensive and highly interesting 

account of the character and achievements of Jeremy Taylor, the seventeenth century 

divine whose influence in the Anglican communion, particularly in the sphere of 
moral theology, is being increasingly recognised. Canon Stranks has had access to 
copies of twelve letters from Jeremy Taylor to Lord Conway and one from the 
latter to Jeremy Taylor. He has made excellent use of these and of other material 
not previously found in any biography. Appendices include a list with notes of 
Taylor’s works, and the books recommended by Taylor to his clergy. (92)

HISTORY AND HISTORIANS IN THE NINETEENTH 
CENTURY. G. P. Gooch. 2nd, revised, edition. Longmans, 30s. 22-2 cm. 
$83 pages. Index. 

In the second edition of this well-known and authoritative appraisal of the output 

and research of historians since Niebuhr the text has been revised and the biblio- 

graphical notes have been brought up to date. A new introduction indicates the 
main achievements of the last four decades. The particular value of this book (first 
published in 1913) lies in its relation of the work of English historians to the wider 
field of European scholarship, the evolution of which is traced in detail by nationality. 

The six concluding and international chapters describe the recovery of the ancient 

world, the exploration of ecclesiastical history and the reconstruction of the wider 

aspects of the life of humanity. (940°07) 


FEUDALISM. F. L. Ganshof. Translated from the French by Philip Grierson. 
Longmans, 16s. 22°2 cm. 180 pages. Plate. Bibliography. 
The term feudalism is constantly used and rarely understood. This book is a clear 
and authoritative exposition of the origins, development and obligations of the 
feudal bond between lord and vassal which characterised Western society for more 
than five centuries. The author (Professor of Medieval History in the University 
of Ghent) considers principally the region between Loire and Rhine, the nucleus 
of Charlemagne’s empire, where feudalism attained classical expression, but he shows 
clearly that the social and economic conditions which gave birth to feudalism were 
ubiquitous, and that the institutions of different regions and centuries were species 
of a single genus. The translation, by a leading Cambridge medievalist, is excellent.

THE SECOND WORLD WAR. Vol. V. CLOSING THE RING. 
Winston S. Churchill. Cassell, 30s. 22-2 cm. 691 pages. Facsimile. 22 maps and 
diagrams. Index. 
This volume deals with the year before the invasion of Normandy; by then—June 
1943—conditions were everywhere more favourable for the Allies. The tremendous 
task that now lay before them was the defeat of the Axis powers in their own 
countries and the liberation of occupied Europe. Mr. Churchill describes in his own 
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inimitable style the Conferences at Quebec, Washington and Teheran, which planned 
and made possible the future victories. Of particular interest is his account of Teheran 
and of his frank discussions—sometimes in private—with Stalin. Here also are the 
narratives of the invasion of Sicily and Italy; the start of the successful offensive in 
Burma; a summary of the British and American air offensive; and details of the 
vital preparations for ‘Overlord’, which included the choice of a Supreme 
Commander. Appendices contain a variety of interesting memoranda by the 
Prime Minister. (940°53) 


THE abtinggtdee STORY. P. R. Reid. Hodder & Stoughton, 15s. 21 cm. 
285 pages. 32 illustrations. 
Colditz Castle was a special camp established by the Germans early in the Second 
World War for Allied prisoners who had attempted to escape at least once from 
other camps. In November 1940, the author qualified for Colditz, which was 
situated in a high, isolated position, and floodlit. In this book he relates the stirring 
stories of the many attempts to escape, both successful and unsuccessful, made by 
naval, army and air force officers of the British Empire, France, Holland, Poland 
and Belgium in the two years before he himself gained his freedom. The book 
should rank high among the ‘escape’ literature of the war. (940°547) 


Britain 
OXFORD, as it was and as it is today. Christopher Hobhouse. sth edition, 
revised by Marcus Dick. Batsford, 15s. 22°2 cm. 128 pages. 127 illustrations (2 in 
colour). Map. Index. (British Cities) 
From its first publication in 1939 this has ranked high among the very numerous 
books about Oxford. It is comprehensive and informative, covering the history 
of the university from its legendary beginnings to the present day, and dealing 
with almost every aspect of its life and setting, and the late Christopher Hobhouse’s 
vigorous treatment, enlivened by prejudice, epigram and anecdote, makes the 
book eminently readable. Mr. Dick has made factual corrections, where necessary, 
throughout, and replaced the last two chapters of the original by one on Twentieth 
Century Oxford. The illustrations are admirable. (942) 


GLADSTONE AND LIBERALISM. J. L. Hammond and M. R. D. 
Foot. English Universities Press, 7s.6d. 18-4 cm. 231 pages. Portrait. Table of dates. 
Bibliography. Index. (Teach Yourself History) 

William Ewart Gladstone (1809-98), the greatest figure in British Liberalism, 

developed considerably during his life certain principles which are integral in British 

politics and go beyond the doctrine of any one party: the belief in self-government, 
liberty, sanctity of the individual, the rule of moral values in national and inter- 
national affairs. This brief and stimulating account of his career introduces the 
history of Liberalism and the premises of that party. Begun by the late Dr. Hammond, 
well-known historian and author of the excellent Gladstone and the Irish Nation, 
it was finished, at his wish, by Mr. Foot. The result is a clear and succinct intro- 
duction to this important theme. (942708) 


MONARCHY IN THE TWENTIETH CENTURY. Sir Charles Petrie. 
Dakers, 16s.6d. 21-5 cm. 223 pages. Index. (Twentieth Century Histories) 


Those for whom recent events have quickened interest in kingship will welcome 


this timely, lively, and readable description of the changes to which it has been 


subjected since the death of Queen Victoria. Obviously the author can contribute 
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no startling revelations, but his account shows—so far as these are at present known 
—the influences affecting the duties, prerogatives, and constitutional position of 
the monarch during the last three reigns. He has added chapters on the fate of the 
kingship elsewhere in Europe during the same period. (942-082) 


China 

REVOLUTION IN CHINA. C. P. Fitzgerald. Cresset Press, 21s. 22°2 cm. 
300 pages. Endpaper map. Index. 

[he Chinese revolution started with the fall of the Manchu Dynasty in 1911, and 

continued through the varying stages of the Republic and the Kuomintang 

dictatorship until it reached the present triumph of the Communist party. The 

author, who is Reader in Far Eastern History in the Australian National University, 


interprets the revolutionary movement with the objectivity of an_ historian 
sympathetic to both Western and Eastern ideologies. He describes the rise of the 
Communist party, showing how its policy gained the support of both peasants 
nd _ scholars by its combination of modernisation and orthodoxy. He surveys 
China’s external relations, his view being that her minimum demands are incom- 
patible with any Western colonies or armed forces in the Far East. (951-04)

AFRICA SOUTH OF THE SAHARA. An Assessment of Human and 
Material Resources. Edited by Anne Welsh. Oxford University Press, 25s. 22°2 cm. 
310 pages. 13 maps. Tables. Index. 

In this volume—the work of a study group of the South African Institute of 

International Affairs—an impressive team of authorities, assisted by the co-operation 

of many of the Governments in the areas concerned, have produced a comprehensive 

survey of Africa south of the Sahara. The book is arranged by subjects such as 
physical background, population and political framework, agricultural production, 
economic development, and communications, and within these the different areas 
are discussed. A number of valuable maps, charts and tables amplify the narrative 
and the appendices include a summary of the constitutional structure, the defence 
forces and the harbour facilities of each territory. (960) 


Canada 
CANADA: THE GOLDEN HINGE. Leslie Roberts. Clarke Irwin 
(Toronto, Canada), $3-50. 20 cm. 298 pages. Many photographs. Bibliography. 
Leslie Roberts expands the metaphor of Canada as a hinge between the old world 
and the new into an appraisal of her role as mediator between two cultures. Loyal 
to Great Britain and influenced by the U.S.A., Canada can understand the motivation 
of both for their mutual benefit but nevertheless remain an independent nation. 
In this vein, the author analyses Canada’s people, resources, cities, and government, 
and reveals her tremendous economic expansion since 1939. The straightforward 
style is that of a journalist, and the book is a convincing commentary on the growing 
importance of a new international power. (971) 


Brazil 

BRAZIL. An Interim Assessment. J. A. Camacho. Royal Institute of International 
Affairs, 11s.6d. 21 cm. 116 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

This excellent study of Brazil, both past and present, is one of a series of short works 

on the Latin American countries which is being published by the Royal Institute 

of International Affairs. The author, who knows Brazil well and who was from 
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1938-47 organiser of B.B.C. programmes for Latin America, manages to condense 
a great many facts into a small space. He believes that Brazil has much to offer the 
world by way of example, particularly in connection with her successful racial 
policy, but also in a wider field on account of the experiments she has made during 
her fight for complete political, economic and cultural emancipation. (981) 


FICTION 
THE SEASONS’ DIFFERENCE. Frederick Buechner. Chatto & Windus, 
118.6d. 19 cm. 311 pages. 

Mr. Buechner’s first novel, A Long Day's Dying, was well received. The Seasons’ 
Difference will maintain, if not advance, his reputation. It is the story of a group 
of Americans taking their summer vacation in the country—sophisticated adults 
accompanied by (in their own way) equally sophisticated children. With them is 
a young religious schoolmaster who has a vision in the woods and it is with the 
effect of this experience on the rest of the party that the story deals. The book is 
quiet, sensitive, allusive, analytical, and often strikingly apt in its descriptions of the 
countryside. 


GODDESS ISLAND. Georges Blond. Translated from the French. Secker 

& Warburg, 12s.6d. 20-3 cm. 256 pages. Map. 
The first book of Georges Blond to be translated into English: an impressive 
beginning. It is a story of exploration in the eighteenth century, an attempt to 
discover a north Pacific island famous in Eskimo legend. This island, protected by 
rough seas and continual fog, is a natural sanctuary for the fur seal and here it breeds 
in thousands. When the expedition reaches the island the seals are slaughtered in 
great numbers for their valuable skins. This story of endeavour, greed, and cruelty 
is a parable of good and evil with some affinity with Herman Melville, and commands 
respect. 


FIRES IN THE DISTANCE. James Courage. Constable, 13s.6d. 19 cm. 
247 pages. 

At first sight this novel is surprising, for it describes life on a sheep farm in New 
Zealand—a life, one would think, full of space and light and health—in terms of 
almost urban family claustrophobia. On reflection, however, the surprise disappears : 
obviously, in thinly-populated territories such communities as there are are thrown 
into much greater dependence on each other than less isolated groups. Mr. Courage 
deals with the complex relationships of his small segregated community with a 
delicate but searching skill. 


THE APPLE TREE. A Short Novel and Some Stories. Daphne du Maurier. 
Gollancz, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 264 pages. 

Miss du Maurier, a skilful popular novelist with a wide public, here shows she can 

also produce a competent and very readable light short story. “Monte Verita’ is the 

most serious in this collection, and concerns three people’s search for a strange and 

remote community said to hold the secret of immortality. The five other stories 

all have a sinister little twist to them. 


THE KIND AND THE FOOLISH. Short Tales of Myth, Magic and 
Miracle. Laurence Housman. Cape, 12s.6d. 19°7 cm. 239 pages. 

For this volume Mr. Housman has selected what he considers thirty of the best 

stories he has written during his career of more than fifty years. The tales are 
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similar in many respects to the author’s well-known Little Plays of Saint Francis, 
sometimes sentimental, anthropomorphic, and whimsical, and at other times 
refreshingly ironic in their treatment of conventional ideas of piety and goodness. 
Admirers of Mr. Housman will be glad to have the cream of his short fiction in 
one book. 


CAMPBELL’S KINGDOM. Hammond Innes. Collins, 10s.6d. 19°6 cm. 
284 pages. 

To his latest adventure story, set in the Canadian Rockies, Mr. Innes brings a firm 
grasp of locale and technical detail, realistic characterisation, and a masterly command 
of tense narrative. Stuart Campbell, actuated by the belief that there was ‘oil in 
the Rockies’, was regarded by some as a romantic idealist, by others as a common 
swindler; it was left to his grandson to vindicate the dead man’s reputation. In his 
search for oil young Wetheral, a sick man, fights, almost alone, not only the forces 
of nature but the equally formidable machinations of rich business men with other 
plans for the territory known as Campbell’s Kingdom. 


THE BALLAD OF THE SAD CAFE. The shorter novels and stories 
of Carson McCullers. Cresset Press, 15s. 20°3 cm. 442 pages. 
This selection from the work of a young American writer reveals a talent of quite 
extraordinary power and originality. Miss McCullers’s strength lies in a naked 
simplicity of vision which enables her to penetrate effortlessly to the core of the 
chosen situation; but allied to a seeming ingenuousness of approach is a wide 
sensibility that can suggest the immense complexity of human behaviour whether 
it be violent, pathetic, grotesque, or even despicable. The long title story, concerning 
the tough proprietress of a small town café destroyed by her unrewarding love 
for a hunchback, has indeed the force of primitive poetry. The short novel, The 
Member of the Wedding, shirks none of the problems or peculiarities of an adolescent 
girl. A more ruthless excursion into morbid psychology (nevertheless extremely 
poignant) is displayed in the novel Reflections in a Golden Eye, set in an army station. 
Six short stories of varying intensity are each in their own way equally accomplished. 


MAKE ME AN OFFER. Wolf Mankowitz. André Deutsch, 7s.6d. 19 cm. 
108 pages. Illustrated by Leonard Rosoman. 

Autobiographical in method and written in the flat colloquial style of humorously 
tough American fiction, this is an account of an antique dealer’s successful search 
for a rare Wedgwood copy of the famous Portland vase. But this story matters less 
than the information which Mr. Mankowitz gives concerning the stratagems to 
be used when bidding at auctions: of this he writes with inside knowledge and 
his descriptions of the men from the East End of London who follow ‘the trade’ 
are always shrewd. 


COUNT D’ORGEL OPENS THE BALL. Raymond Radiguet. Trans- 
lated from the French by Violet Schiff. Preface by Jean Cocteau. Harvill Press, 
10s.6d. 19 cm. 214 pages. 

In Le Bal du Comte d’Orgel the climate of Parisian society of the early twenties is 

lightly, but very surely captured; yet, more significantly, it is a touching, and 

extraordinarily mature, evocation of a romantic love—but half-acknowledged, 
scarcely defined—between two young people. De Séryeuse, an idle young man 
of breeding, the Countess and her husband are all close friends; they are seen moving 
together in a round of pleasure, it is the undercurrents and nuances in their relationship 











that reveal their nature. Radiguet, who died at the age of twenty in 1923, wrote 
this remarkable little work—delicately ironic, sophisticated, tendre, a little precious— 
in the last years of his life. 


DARLING TOM and Other Stories. L. A. G. Strong. Methuen, 10s.6d. 
19 cm. 224 pages. 

In the course of a long foreword on the short story of today Mr. Strong remarks 
upon the cleavage between the ‘literary’ story and the more ‘commercial’ product 
published in the popular magazines. In this new collection he is patently trying to 
bridge this gap—by a vigorous narrative and the more personal approach of the 
story teller; plot is not necessarily important, but maintaining the reader’s interest 
in a given situation or incident is. There is plenty of variety among these twenty- 
four tales; none of them is profound or subtle, but they are carefully written and 
very readable.

ZULEIKA DOBSON. Sir Max Beerbohm. Penguin Books, 2s. 18 cm. 
256 pages. Paper bound. 

This reprint, celebrating the author’s eightieth birthday, tempts the reviewer to 
speculate on survival values in literature. Here is an extravagant and highly mannered 
fantasy, set in the University of Oxford. The preposterous plot makes play with 
the devastating effect which the lovely but heartless Zuleika has upon susceptible 
undergraduates. The book was first published forty-one years ago, but still appeals 
to those who chuckled over it in their youth, on its appearance, and can also delight 
their children and even their grandchildren. The secret is perhaps that, true to 
nothing but its own fantastic conventions, and expressed in a style which precisely 
fits them, it is dateless and will always be enjoyed by those who can appreciate a 
tour de force of wit and elegance. 


THE BRETHREN. H. Rider Haggard. Macdonald, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 305 pages. 

Illustrations by Hookway Cowles. (Macdonald Illustrated Edition) 
his romance of the Crusades (first published in 1904) is set in the period between 
the First and the Second Crusade, when the Sultan, Salah-ed-din (Saladin), was 
planning a Holy War to crush the Christian power in Palestine. The story goes that 
it had been revealed to him in a dream that his niece would be instrumental in 
saving many lives in that war. He therefore contrived her abduction from England, 
where she had been brought up with her twin cousins—‘The Brethren’. The pursuit 
by the Brethren to recapture and protect her, and the part she and they played in 
the struggle, ending in the fall of Jerusalem 1187, make a stirring story, which 
captures the spirit of the Crusaders, and contains some fine characterisation and vivid 
local colour. 


GEOFFRY HAMLYN. Henry Kingsley. Halleraft Publishing Co. (Melbourne, 
Australia), 17s.6d. 22-2 cm. 466 pages. 

Over a period of nearly a century this novel, one of the first to have a scene set 
in Australia, has become a classic. The author wrote from first-hand knowledge 
of the country where he spent several years during the adventurous 1850s, time 
of gold rushes and bushrangers, and this story of the life of early settlers in Australia 
has become quite a favourite with Australian readers and admirers of the expansive 
Victorian novel. This is a well printed and workmanlike edition.

Frances Towers died in 1948; the following year saw the publication of this original 
and outstanding collection of short stories. They are very feminine in their intuition, 
their gentle wit, their keen revelation of romantic sentiment. An iridescent elegance 
of style distinguishes them; the mise en scéne has a certain elegance too—cultivated 
people, gracious houses, music, flowers. Frances Towers’s range was limited, but 
each of these fourteen stories—most of them subtle contrasts in two different types 
of women—is a finished work of art.

A strange tale—powerfully if somewhat over-intensely written—of how a French 
lad and a band of seamen carry out an expedition to the coast of West Africa in 
search of treasure hidden by an eighteenth century Spanish slave-trader. It is in 
the beliefs and rites of a primitive tribe of the hinterland that they discover their 
final clue. Equatorial Africa is startlingly described from first-hand knowledge, and 
the author has woven something of the romance of the Spanish Main and of sea- 
faring life of more recent times into a very unusual adventure story of the present 
century. For boys of twelve onwards.

Written in an agreeably simple and straightforward style, these small books together 

give the child from six to eight a good idea of life on a farm and in the countryside. 

In all, there are twenty-five sketches which describe the many typical and interesting 

things that Jeremy James, aged seven, saw and did as a guest of Farmer and Mrs. Gray 

and their little daughter Wendy. The books were first published in 1942. 


THE CAPTAIN’S HOUSE. Elisabeth Kyle. Peter Davies, tos.6d. 19 cm. 
250 pages. 23 drawings by Joy Colesworthy. 

Elisabeth Kyle is in the front rank of story tellers for the young. In this tale, set in 

a Scottish village, she provides an intriguing plot, good straightforward character 

drawing, and plenty of amusing and true detail of village life. “The Captain’s House’, 

long untenanted and half believed to be haunted by a small boy, is suddenly taken 
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by an English family—pleasant people, but very stand-offish and secretive. Mollie 
Maitland, Bob the milk boy, and the Minister’s son are able to uncover the mysteries, 
both past and present, of this rather sinister mansion. For children from ten to 
fourteen. 


BEGINNER’S LUCK. Oriel Malet. Chatto & Windus, 8s.6d. 19 cm. 224 
pages. Illustrations by Fritz Wegner. 

A delightfully vivacious story for girls in their ’teens by a skilful novelist. Sensible 
Victoria, talented but self-centred Jenny, and their irresistible and gloriously funny 
little brother only find out by chance that their late parents were stage folk. They 
escape from a sour relative and discover a new young and pretty aunt acting in the 
provinces, who takes them under her wing. The two little girls get parts in a panto- 
mime and, after some ups and downs, are set for a stage career. All the characters 
are vividly true to life—even if the amazing coincidences and happy turns of fortune 
in which they are involved are not. 


THE FAIRY CARAVAN. Beatrix Potter. Warne, 10s.6d. 20°9 cm. 225 
pages. 6 colour plates and 62 line drawings by the author. 

This book stands outside the author’s classics for very young children. Suitable for 
the rather older child, it is long, episodic and loosely constructed; with its Lake 
District scene and details of domestic animals it is almost a personal scrapbook, 
and only came into print (1929) on the insistence of the American publishers, 
100 copies being privately printed in this country in the same year. In spite of the 
title the ‘fairy’ element is slight: this is a sturdy tale about a circus of animals 
(including a guinea pig, a dormouse, a terrier, a pig, a pony and a ferret) who, 
invisible to humans, go round the countryside entertaining other animals and, in 
turn, being entertained by the stories their animal friends relate. Though rather 
rambling, the book contains many delightful and characteristic touches, and the 
illustrations are in the author’s best style. 


MONDAY ADVENTURE. John Pudney. Evans Bros., 8s.6d. 19 cm. 208 
pages. 6 illustrations by Ley Kenyon. 
Further exploits of the two boys (‘Fred and I’) and Uncle George who appeared 
in Saturday Adventure and Sunday Adventure—Mr. Pudney’s very original concoctions 
of fantasy and hair-raising incident. A fishing holiday in a backwater of the Thames 
in the vicinity of a medieval abbey soon develops into a nightmare struggle against 
a sinister gang masquerading as a film company. In Blackmead Abbey the boys 
come to the rescue of a Professor and his daughter and (aided by Uncle George) 
discover there many strange things. A well-written tale for boys from ten to 
thirteen who can enjoy the improbable. 


THE LITTLE RED ENGINE GOES TO TOWN. Diana Ross. 
Faber, 8s.6d. Ob.245 cm. 28 pages. Illustrations in colour and black-and-white 
by Leslie Wood. 

The skilfully conceived Little Red Engine books have been immensely popular in 

the nursery (ages four to six). This one tells how the Engine comes to London to 

take part in an exhibition (akin to the Festival of Britain); lots of children are allowed 
to get in and joyfully explore the cabin. The bold and decorative illustrations are 

a striking feature of this engaging book. 
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DANGER TO WINDWARD. Armstrong Sperry. Bodley Head, 9s.6d. 
20°§ cm. 249 pages. Illustrations by the author. 


A stirring tale of adventure on the high seas. Hugh Dewar, a lad from New Bedford, 
Massachusetts, relates how, in 1816, he is kidnapped and taken off to sea by a rascally 
sea captain who plans to rob him of a legacy. Sailing from Nantucket Island, the 
voyage on the whaler takes him to the whaling grounds of the Pacific islands, and 
his escapes from danger of many kinds are numerous. For boys from eleven onwards. 


BARRY GETS HIS WISH. A. Stephen Tring. Oxford University Press, 

8s.6d. 19 cm. 235 pages. 32 drawings by Charlotte Hough. 
Boys (eleven to fourteen) will find the sequel to Barry’s Exciting Year as lively and 
human as its predecessor. Barry, the window cleaner’s son, is here seen in his first 
year at the Grammar School; he and his new friends are up to all kinds of pranks 
and interesting activities, both at school and in the holidays. Barry acquires a new 
puppy, retrieves a stolen pony—and gets that bicycle he had always longed for. 
he atmosphere of life in a small town and in a cheery, humble home is conveyed 
without distortion. 


CHRISTMAS AT THE ROSE AND CROWN. MRS. MOUSE 
SPRING-CLEANS. Alison Uttley. Heinemann, 4s.6d. each. 18 cm. 72 
pages. Coloured illustrations by Katherine Wigglesworth. 

For children from five to seven here are further adventures of the two little brown 

field-mice who keep the inn called the Rose and Crown (helped by their children 

Snug and Serena), of Mr. Toad of Toad Castle, and their animal friends. The 

stories are gaily told and the coloured pictures most attractive. 


A PAD IN THE STRAW. Christopher Woodforde. Dent, 10s.6d. 19 cm. 
248 pages. Drawings by Yunge-Bateman. 

Twenty stories of the supernatural, set in the present day, by Dr. Woodforde, 
antiquarian and Chaplain of New College, Oxford. He cunningly never writes 
down to his young audience but leads them to share his enthusiasm for medieval 
history and legend and the fascination of English rural or small town life with much 
of its roots in the past. A typical locale is an old church, a village inn, or archacological 
site, and many of his characters are schoolboys, whose encounters with witches, 
demons or other eerie visitants or occurrences are skilfully woven into an original 
pattern of fantasy and realism—which should attract the enterprising reader from 
thirteen onwards. 


Non-Fiction 

AN EVERYDAY ALPHABET. Helen Binyon. Oxford University Press, 
6s. Ob.21°5 cm. 31 pages. 

Miss Binyon, a talented artist, has provided a new kind of alphabet for the four- 

to-six-year-olds. There are twenty-six original and amusing full-page pictures in 


colour, each depicting a familiar activity, such as ‘B for Buying’, ‘R for Running’, 
‘U for Undressing’. 


MODERN ACTION AND ADVENTURE. G. F. Lamb. Harrap, 9s.6d. 
19 cm. 208 pages. 7 plates. 6 maps and diagrams in text. 

The author has skilfully retoid (mostly from well-known books) eleven true stories 

of daring and remarkable achievements of the last ten years or so. Boys from 
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fourteen onwards should enjoy these accounts of the Kon-Tiki expedition, of the 
“Wooden Horse’ escape from Stalag Luft III, of H.M.S. Amethyst on the Yangtse 
River, of Admiral Byrd’s explorations in Antarctica, as well as other famous exploits 
of mountaineering, tiger hunting, navigation, flying and salvage. 


LET’S LOOK AT THE SKY. THE WONDER WORLD OF 
ANIMALS. Marie Neurath. Parrish, 7s.6d. cloth: 6s. boards. 22 cm. 26 pages. 
Coloured illustrations. 

The two latest additions to a successful instructional series for children from eight 

to eleven, with a brief text and many gaily coloured pictorial diagrams designed 

by the Isotype Institute. The first is an elementary introduction to astronomy; the 
second describes some of the more unusual animals and their behaviour—such as 

a blue whale, the bat, the duck-billed platypus, a family of beavers, a herd of stags, 

a seal colony; this book is more suitable for slightly younger children. 


THE STORY OF GEORGE STEPHENSON. John Thomas. Oxford 
University Press, 8s.6d. 20°3 cm. 183 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Line drawings 
in text by Serena Chance. Endpaper map. List of sources. 


Designed primarily for the enjoyment of boys, fourteen to sixteen, this life of George 
Stephenson (1781-1848), engine-wright, designer of the locomotive Rocket, and 
inventor of a miner’s safety-lamp concurrently with Sir Humphry Davy, is told 
with admirable narrative skill. It is a protracted success story, but Stephenson’s 
fight was long, stiff and continuous, and its climax came, perhaps, with the conquest 
of the vast peat bog, Chat Moss, in the building of the Liverpool and Manchester 
Railway, opened in 1824. Stephenson was a self-educated mechanical genius; his 
son Robert (1803-59) inherited his gifts and from his earliest years was a true partner 
of his father.

ublishers’ abbreviations, and of standard sizes of British books. These are followed 
“ a list of members of the Publishers Association (classified to show the types of 
books they publish), a list of wholesale exporters, and a list of British publishers’ 
overseas agents and representatives throughout the world. All overseas booksellers 
who would like a copy of this guide are asked to apply direct to The Publishers 
Association, Export Research Service, 19 Bedford Square, London, W.C.1. The 
guide is intended primarily for booksellers but so long as stocks remain the Publishers 
Association will be pleased to supply copies to any overseas librarians who care to 


apply for them.
